OTTAAVA (UPI) — Conser¬ 
vative Opposition Leader Joe 
Clark said Saturday as prime 
minister he wouW move to re¬ 
store to Parliament some con¬ 
trol over government. 

“VVeVe abandoned the sys¬ 
tem ot responsible govern¬ 
ment, and I think that there 
are aspects of the parliamen¬ 
tary system whlfch can be mo¬ 
dified by borrowing from the 
American model, which won’t 
undermine or change our sys¬ 
tem but will make it more ef¬ 
fective,” heaaid. 

The Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive leader said, "We don’t 
have a system of responsible 
government in any meaning¬ 
ful sense in this country 
now.” 

He noted that because of 
changes in rule interpretation, 
parliamentary defeat of gov¬ 
ernment legislation no longer

“I think that a lot of these 
changes were made in the 
name of efficiency and can be 
justified that way, but there 
Hlave to be balances,” he said. 

In a reference to Prime 
Minister Trudeau’s consistent 
refusal to allow parliamen¬ 
tary investigation of a string 
of recent scandals Clark said: 
‘T think it is well past time 
that we vested in the Parlia¬ 
ment of Canada, in its eom- 
mittees, some independent 
power to initiate investiga¬ 
tions of their own.” 

He said others in the opposi¬ 
tion wtmld support such a 
check and balance system. 

‘‘Many of them realized in 
personal terms that the way 
that parliaments are struc¬ 
tured now have caused them 
to be much less . . . effec¬ 
tive,” Qark said. 

“And I as prime minister 
am not going to be frightened 
about a Parliament that has 
the power to look into what I 
am doing.” 

Pointing to Trudeau's infla¬ 
tion-fighting wage and price 
control program, Clark said 
in an interview for the CTV 
television rtetwork prograip 
Question Perj^: “He has 
been celebrated for crunching 
without people taking a look 
at what he has crunched. 

“And I think that what has 
been crunched in this case is 
a contest of co-operation that 
is the only way we’re going to 
be able to reach some agree¬ 
ment on problems that in¬ 
volve a lot of people giving 
way, and that clearly is in¬ 
volved ir\ any serious attack 
on inflation.”

Philadelphia Flyers appeared 
in provincial court Saturday 
facing charges of assault and 
possession of a dangerous 
weapon following an alleged 
brawl with police during 
Thursday night’s NHL t>layc)ff 
game against the Maple 
Leafs. (Saturday game. Page 
16.) 

Joe Watson, Mel Bridgman 
of Victoria and Don Saleski, 
accompanied by a Flyers’ 
lawyer, were ordered to reap¬ 
pear in court June 10 to set a 
trial date on the charges. 

The three were charged 
with assaulting a policeman, 
common assault and posses¬ 
sion of An offensive weapon (a 
hockey stick). The charges 
were laid by Ontario Attor¬ 
ney-General Roy McMurtry 
after he viewed films (rf the 


third Stanley Cup playoff 
game between the teams. 

McMurtry said he was dis¬ 
gusted by the players’ action 
but allowed them to play in 
the fourth game of the series 
Saturday night at Maple Leaf 
Gardens, won by the Leafs 
4 ^. 

The incident occurred dur¬ 
ing the second period of the 
penalty-ridden game when a 
policeman was struck with a 
hockey stick allegedly held by 
one of the Flyers charged. 

Neither the players, nor 
their lawyer Gilbert Klein 
made any comment to report¬ 
ers outside the courthouse.

President gives in 

Pact cools Lebanon 
as Syrians leave . 



BORUT, Lebanon 
(UPI) — Syrian troops 
began withdrawing from 
Lebanon Saturday, and 
the country took its fii-st 
step toward peace with 
C3iristian President Sulei¬ 
man Franjieh paving the 
way for the election of his 
successor. 

Syrian trcxips and tanks 
pulled back across the fron¬ 
tier while token forces 
mained behind in areas near 
Masnaa, witnesses said. 

Political sources said the 
withdrawal was part of the 
“secret clauses attached to 
the PaJestinian-Syrian-spon- 
sored cease-fire agreement.’’ 

Franjieh. after months of 
defiance, agreed to elections 
for his auccessor, clearing the 
way for a political settlement 
to the fighting. 

Socialist party chief Kamal 
Junvblatt met with his Mos¬ 
lem leftist allies in a crucial 
session to review the latest 
cease-fire agreement that re- 
p o r t e d 1 y included secret 
Syrian concessions to Leban¬ 
ese leftists and Moslems. 

Beirut newspapers said the 
plan contained secret provi¬ 
sions demanded by Jumblatt, 
including a S.vrian pledge to 
lift an arms blockade in Le¬ 
banon and stArt withdrawing 
some of the 6.000 , Syrian 
troops fmm Lebanese soil 
within 48 hours.

Hailing the new develop¬ 
ments. the right-wing Phalan- 
gist radio said Lebanon had 
apparently entered “the be¬ 
ginning of the end of armed 
clashes. 

“Any attempt at escalation 
of the conflict is inviting 
death, and those who still 
dream of military victories 
are harboring illusions,” the 
radio said.

'^Festival’ clears 


MOSCOW (UPI) - Officials 
called it “a festival of Com¬ 
munist labor,” but for most of 
the 140 million Soviets who 
“volunteered” for the annual 
day of unpaid work Saturday, 
it was no holiday. 

If not puttLig in a shift at 
their factories, they were ob¬ 
liged to wield brooms, rakes, 
shovels and paint brushes to 
clean away the Russian 
winter’s grime. 

By coincidence, the spring 
event, known as the Subotnik. 
for Saturday, fell,this year on 


the 106th anniversary of the 
birthday of Lenin, the founder 
of the Soviet state who in¬ 
troduced the Subotnik 57 years 
ago. 

"We wake with the feeling 
that something pleasant will 
happen today,” the news- 
pa p;^ r Moskovsky Kom- 
soroolets said in a comment 
typical of the sloganeering 
that Went with the annual na¬ 
tionwide mobilization. 

“Today is a holiday,’' the 
newspaper said. “It is a day 


of^ Communist labor and we 
are participants in it.”. 

Although it was officially 
described as voluntary, Rus¬ 
sians had little choice but to 
take part in the Subotnik be¬ 
cause of the social pressure- 
ahd in some cases .heavy 
sanctions—facing them if they- 
stayed home. 

WTien the practice of mak¬ 
ing Russians do something for 
nothing first began in 1919, 
there was some revolutionary 
fervor behind it. But (or count¬ 
less office workers and intel¬ 


lectuals now, the event is At 
worst a drudge and at best a 
day in the open air. 

of the coldest and gloo¬ 
miest winters in recent years 
finally seems to have lost its 
hold, and workers in Moscow 
had a fine sunny day; marred 
only by the haze caused by 
rubbish bonfires all over the 
city. 

The winter left plenty for 
the Subotniki to do. with 
streets potholed and creviced 
by the ice, mud and muck ev¬ 
erywhere and flpwrer beds in 


need of turning after their 
long burden of snow. 

Officials said 140 million 
men and women took part In 
the day of free labor, includ¬ 
ing 1.6 million in Moscow. 

' Sunday, children and stu¬ 
dents get their chance to 
clean school yards and scrub 
down dormitory walls, and — 
lest anyone escape volunteer¬ 
ing — more Subolniks will be 
scheduled later for those who 
had to work at their regular 
.jobs Saturday.

Sandbags 
last hope 
at Minot 

MINOT, N.D. (UPI) - Tlie 
people of Minot, fighting 
winds, rain, cold and mud, 
piled sandbegs on of their 
big clay dikes Saturday in an 
effort to stay ahead of the ris¬ 
ing Souris River and keep 
record flood waters from 
sw'amping a third of their city 
of 32,000. 

'The most critical area was 
1.5 miles of dirt diking on the 
west side of the city, where 
strong winds sent waves lap¬ 
ping within a few inches of 
the top. threatening to flood 
25 to 30 blocks with ut> to 
seven feet water. 

The workers quickly began 
piling a foot*-of sandbags on 
top of the dike and building a 
section of backup clay dike 
about 1(K) feet back, behind a 
row of 25 riverside houses. 

The Souris passed the earli¬ 
er predicted crest of 6.5 feet 
above flood stage late Satur¬ 
day and headed toward a 
newly forecast crest of eight 
feet over flood level toni^t 
because of heavy rains Friday 
and early Saturday. 

About 13.(XX) people aban¬ 
doned their homes at Minot. A 
few hundred have fled their 
flooded hewnes east of the city 
and 1,200 of 3,600 I'esidenls 
have left their hcrnies at 
Velda, 22 miles downstream. 

More than 400,000 acres of 
ranch and farmland were 
flooded in four counties along 
the valley, county agents es¬ 
timated, and a number of 
ranchers were flooded from 
their homes. $ 

One death was blamed on 
the (loodingK John Henry, 48, 
of Dunseth, drowned when a 
truck slid into the flood 
waters downstream west of 
Bottineau.

Farmer guilty in wife’s burial 


FERNANDINA BEACH, 
ria. (UPI) - A U.S. circuit 
court jury has found W'illiam 
Peter Wright Jr., son of a 
wealthy dairy farmer, guilty 
of first degree murder in the 
live burial by bulldozer of his 
blonde blue-eyed wife. 

The jury of six men and six 
^ AV'omen took just two hours to 
deliberate before Returning to 
a packed Nassku County 
courtroom. Wright, a tall, 26- 
year-old blond, nervously 
watched as the jurors took 
their seats and then, accord¬ 
ing to a witness, turned pale 
as the/jlerk. read the verdict. 

Immediately afterward. Cir¬ 
cuit -Judge Thomas Oakley 
read a stipulation agreed 
upon by Wright, his attorney. 
Quentin Till, and Assistant 
State Attorney Jack Harris, 
waiving the death penalty, as 
a result, the minimum sen¬ 
tence Wright could receive is 
25 years in prison without 
parole. 

Oakley scheduled sentenc¬ 
ing for May 28. 

Wright maintained through¬ 
out the week-long trial that 
his wife died accidentally 
when he tried to shock her out 
of a suicidal state first by dig¬ 
ging a pasture grave with the 


bulldozer and then, when she 
got in it, plowing small 
amounts of earth in on top of 

I A Jdcksonvillc psychiatrist 
said Laura. Wright’s. 19-ycar- 
old wife, ( 4 d) 0 wed symptoms of 
hysteria while she was un3er 
hi.s cano for five days last 
summer and that this could 
have clouded her judgment. 

Asked if she were the type 


of person who would get into 
a hole and let someone cover 
her with dirt, the psychiatrist. 
Dr, Milton Mann, said; “She 
w^as the type of person who 
would make the threat and 
get into the hole and dash out 
at the last momc^.*” 

But apparently the most da¬ 
maging testimony for Wright 
came from medical examiner 
Dr. John Legowik. 


Following the trial, jury

OLYMPIA, Wash. (AP) — 
Canadian trollers are ap¬ 
parently living up to an 
agreement not to fish Wash¬ 
ington waters until May 1, a 
state fisheries department 
spokesman said Saturday. 

Department Spokesman Ar¬ 
thur Martin said observers in 
aircraft flew over the Wash-* 
ingtcui trolling areas and re¬ 
ported no ships spotted. 

The agreemervt was worked 
out by department director 
Don Moos and Canadian auth¬ 
orities last week after Moos 
issued an order delaying from 
April 15 to May 1 the opening 
of the trolling season for 
Washington fishermen. 

Washington trollers have 
complaint Canadians will 
fish the area out during the 
April 15 - May 1 period. 

The trollers will be in court 
later this week to challenge 
the Moos regulations. 'Their 
stixHigest objection is to a 
two-week closure of the sea¬ 
son beginning June 15. 

Bob Navarel, president of 
the Northwest Trollers’ Asso¬ 
ciation, said that about 25 to 
30 per cent of the troUers 
catch comes during that 
period and closure will mean 
economic doom for many of 
them. 

Moos said the shortening t>f 
the season and the two-week 
closure are necessary to pro¬ 
tect immature salmon and 
that the regulation is a con¬ 
servation move.

The five r)roducei*8 claim 
thl?ilr quota of eggs is unfairly 
restricted by the b 9 ard and 
that surplus JYaser Valley 
eggs are dumped on northern 
markets. 

The producers, who are al¬ 
lotted quotas of 6,900 oozen 
eggs a week by the boanl, 
have withheld levies and have 
marketed eggs beyond their 
quota. 

Kovachich said that as a 
result of their independent 
marketing, grade A’ eggs are 
selling here for eight to 10 
cents less a dozen than in 
Vancouver supermarkets.

The father said, as he lay in 
bed that night listening to the 
little girl "screaming and hol¬ 
lering” in her sleep, he decid¬ 
ed to do something about it. 

"I was determined to look 
for this guy. I was thinking of 
killing him at one time.” said 
the 36-year-old businessman. 

Brundidge’s mother said 
she believed he had a person¬ 
ality problem. 

'"There’s something wrong 
wdth him,” she said. "He 
never has too much to say. He 
nevt‘r looks up when you talk 
to him." 

Brundidge’s wife declined to 
ctimment, but his sister said 
she couldn’t believe tfib 
charges. "He might act crazy 
but he has plenty of sense," 
she said. 

Brundidge was later iden¬ 
tified by another little giri, 
age six. "There he is, that’s 
him," she shouted after look¬ 
ing at 24 pictures. 

Her mc^ther, w'hen she 
Ift-irned rtf'* the arr^l. said: 
‘‘He should be dead or locked 
up. There’s no excuse for 
him."

Keeping press freedom in Britain 


Readers everywhere have a 
stake in the current con¬ 
troversy over the freedom of 
the press in Britain. If there 
are inroads on it there, at the 
symbolic fount of modern 
democratic traditioo, where 
will it ever be secure? 

'ITie controversy surrounds a 
labor relations bill that has 
slowly reached the last stages 
of the parliamentary process. 
Part of it deals with a “closed 
shop” for the press. 'The out¬ 
come would, indeed, cut into 
the freedom of the press if re- 
quirements for union 
membership were to lead, as 
some fear, to union in¬ 
terference in editorial matters, 
and possibly restraints on 
papers using even contributors. 
who did not belong. 

Proponents deny such inten¬ 
tions and say they are as much 
concerned for the freedom of

the press as the opposing 
publishers. And they say that 
the management of some news¬ 
papers is itself not exactly 
democratic or zealous of press 
freedom when suppression of 
information suits its purposes. 

Opponents cite recent events 
in the town of Barnsley as an 
example of how the powerful 
National tJnion of Journalists 
jNUJ) wields its influence 
already. When four local 
reporters_.|eft the NUJ. 
representatives of the"NUJ In¬ 
formed other local organiza¬ 
tions, which decided to with¬ 
hold from the reporters the in¬ 
formation to carry out their 
reporting jobs. 

The episode has brought 
protest even from members Of 
the NUJ It is only one example 


of the kind of union pressures 
on press freedom that under¬ 
score our opposition to any 
closed-shop press l^islation. 

But, given the likelihood that 
the government-supported 
labor relations bill will pass, 
the best hope now appears to 
lie in its provision for a press 
charter negotiated by the 
various parties concerned. 

One twist is that, if the par¬ 
ties fail to rencli a£r«^ni<^nt. 
the preparation of the charter 
would revert to the govern¬ 
ment — and a charter on press 
freedom prepared by a govern¬ 
ment minister (of employ¬ 
ment. in this case) seems like a 
contradiction in terms. So 
strongly did some feel on the 
subject that an amendment 


was introduced in the House of 
Lords to delete the charter en¬ 
tirely rather than keep it with 
the offending provision. When 
the amendment was defeated. 
Lord George-Brown, the 
stormy former deputy leader 
of the Labor Party, an¬ 
nounced his resignation from 
the party as a gesture in sup¬ 
port of freedom. 

Since then there has been 
resistance within the 
publishing industry against su¬ 
iting down with union represen- 
tatives to work out the 
proposed press charter. But 
from this distance it now looks 
more fruitful to have as much 
wholehearted co-operation as 
possible in /raming the best 
possible charter on press 
freedom, instead of leaving it 
to the government whose 
proposed bill aroused all the 
controversy in the first place.

THE OTHER DAY down there in the legislature, a cou¬ 
ple of members decried the recent imposition of four more 
cents tax per package of cigarettes.

The only surprising aspect is that any legislator would 
bring such an idiotic argument to the floor of the house. The 
tax on cigarettes, cigars, pipe tobacco, booze is more than 
justified.

Same with the tax on liquor — completely justified — far 
more so, for instance, than increased government taxes on 
gasoline. Gasoline is a necessity, liquor is not. 

There is one little point to finish off with — a small one, 
but one that bugs beer drinkers. When you buy a case of beer, 
you pay a deposit on the bottles and you pay sales tax on both 
the purchase price of the beer and on the bottles. 

Yet, when you return the empties in order to get the 
deposit back, you don’t get the sales tax returned.

The Legislature settled down 
to an uneasy peace towards the 
end of last week, but only after 
Premier Bennett did what he 
should have done days before. 

For far too long he permit¬ 
ted, at times even encouraged, 
the tone of the house to sink to 
an all time low. Aided by a 
carefully rehearsed House 
Leader Grace McCarthy, the 
premier had by Wednesday 
locked himself into a position 
from which only a dramatic 
gesture could extricate him 
and the other government 
members. 

He made that gesture 
Wednesday morning by an¬ 
nouncing a 10-day Easter 
break, ostensibly to let MLAs 
get back to their home riding, 
but really to allow time to heal 
the wounds that had been 
festering since the whip system 
broke down earlier in the ses¬ 
sion. 

Within minutes of that news 
filtering into the house the 
mood changed dramatically 
and, for the first time in many 
days of debate, there was an 
air of good humor in the 
chamber. 

With the change came an ap¬ 
plication to business, a vital 
but missing ingredient missing 
from the early part of the week 
when, as long hours pushed into 
longer hours each night 
tempers flared, tongues 
became sharper and business 
progress zero. 

It was a shambles, and it 
need never have been. 

It was on Tuesday that things 
came to a head with Premier 
Bennett’s now famous “it took 
me two weeks to train my dog” 
remark to Graham Lea. 

The premier later claimed he 
was making a joke about Lea's 
persistent heckling. Those of us 
watching the sorry sight from 
the Press Gallery didn’t see it 
that way. Premier Bennett, 
with a Freudian slip, had 
revealed his hand — if it 
needed revealing. 

Since the session started it 
had bem fairly obvious that the 
premier and Mrs. McCarthy, 
advised by heaven knows who, 
were determined to whip the 
Opposition into shape, bring 
them to heel. 

As 1 wrote last week, that’s a 
tough if not impossible chore 
when you’re dealing with the 
NDP. You can disagree with 
them philosophically but you 
can’t intimidate them. 

Failing to grasp that lesson 
the Bennett-McCarthy team 
lurched on blissfully unaware 
that they were sinking deeper 
into the mire. 

It’s doubtful if Mrs. Mc¬ 
Carthy ever did become aware 
of where she was leading her 
party and the house. Fortunate¬ 
ly the premier, after receiving 
the backlash from his trained 
dogs statement, did. 

And when he did he acted 
quickly and in good grace to 
bring an end to the acrimony. 

His public gesture was one 
thing, but behind the scenes he 
did nfMre. For the first time in 
a long time be was seen chat¬ 
ting in tbo corridors with Op- 
posHkNi LsMisr BiU Kinf, nnd 
he probably achieved more in 


that conversation than he did 
with his holiday gift to the 
word-weary MLAs. 

Dennis Cocke, the NDP whip, 
was actually smiling a couple 
of hours later and optimistical- 
!y forecasting that the premier 
“would get all the le^slation 
he needs through the house” 
before the Easter weekend 
started. 

He was good for his word. 
Wednesday night the reversal 
of mood was almost traumatic 
and definitely unsettling. The 
NDP people were moving ad¬ 
journments of time-consuming 
debate to get on with 
legislative matters. 

It was the way the house 
should be. 

There will be other flare-ups 
as the weeks drag by through 
May and June but hopefuUy 
none as disgraceful as the per¬ 
formance witnessed In the 
Legislature up till Wednesday 
noon of last week. 

It may be of no significance 
at all, but late Wednesday night 
as the house wandered un¬ 
impeded through half-a-dozen 
bills, Premier ^nnett dropped 
into the Press Gallery. It 
wasn’t his first visit, but it was 
rare enough to be appreciated. 

Before the night was over six 
members of- the cabinet had 
dropped in to say hello, chat 
about anything and everything 
and generally convey the im¬ 
pression that they, too, were 
glad the trench warfare was 
over. 

Dennis Cocke stuck his head 
in, so did Bill King and Graham 
Lea. They were relaxed and, 
like their opposite numbers, 
glad it was over at last. 


The whip system still hasn’t 
been re-introdhiced, but there’s 
little doubt that it soon will be. 
The premier wants it back and 
functioning, so does the Opposi¬ 
tion. So do we who labor in this 
sometimes frustrating corner 
of the world. 

It’s confusing enough cover¬ 
ing an orderly house. It’s vir¬ 
tually impossible to cover a 
Legislature running wild. 

And we can all hope that 
when Dennis Cocke and George 
Mussallem. the Social Credit 
whip, do get together again 
they remember why they^ fell 


apart a couple of weeks ago. 

Both sides blame the other 
for what happened when agree¬ 
ments made between the whips 
for an orderly business routine 
were broken. I suspect both, or 
their leaders, were at fault. 

The whip system can only 
work if the major forces in the 
house back up their whips' 
agreements. That wasn’t hap¬ 
pening down here in word- 
factory. Not for the past two 
weeks, anyway. 

It must happen in the future 
— or we ll all still be here at 
(Tiristmas.

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Even cider succumbs to taxman 


Brits mourn cheap drink

LONDON — “It’« imac^ina- 
live, real imaginative, in't it,” 
laid die li^oomy truck driver 
standing at a pub bar, half a 
pint of lager in one huge hand 
and a cigarette smoldering in 
the other. 

“That Denis bloody Heal^ 
is like all those tax blokes. 
Needs a few million more 
quid and what does he do? 
Hits our drihks and smokes, 
that's what. 

“Can’t they evft* think 'of 
anything else to tax?” he 
asked sourly. 

The trucker was vcddng a 
widespread reaction in many 
of this country’s pubs, clubs 
and breweries and cigarette 
companies to Chancellor of 
the Exchequer Denis Healey’s 
tax increases imposed on the 
new Labor budget. 

Two U.S.-cents on a pint of 
beer (to 57 cents), six to 
seven cents on a pack of ciga¬ 
rettes (to 85 cents), 64 cents 
on a bottle of whisky or gin 
(to $6.96), sfac cents on a pint 
of cider (to 57 cents) ^us 
other tariffs on wine, gasoline 
and diesel fuel. 

Taxes on drinks and tobac¬ 
co netted the government 
^ more than $4 billion last year! 

‘ Healey’s new ones are expect¬ 
ed to yield about $600 mlUlon 
more. 

' To cider makers, whose 
product had not been taxed 
before and who had been 
doing a respectable business, 
the new tax was viewed as an 
affront. More Britons have 
been turning to cider (they 
drank 40 million gallons of the 
stuff last year) because it is 
alcoholic and relatively 
cheep. 

“You get a successful In¬ 
dustry, you get the bloody 
treasury around your neck,” 
lamented Richard Ifc^ia, of 
one of this country’s major 
cider sellers. 

The scotch men were even 
more incensed about the tax 
increases on their product. 

While their production price 
tor a battle of scotch is pretty 
much the same as it was 15 
years ago — about $1.20 — 
their taxes have nearly tri¬ 
pled in that period. 


Brewer 
waters 
his pride 


LONDON (UPD — It took 
eight months, but Theakston 
Brewery, known for its strong 
beer, has finally figured out a 
way to make ale for Arabs 
who do not drink. 

Last year Saudi Arabia 
asked Theakston to invent a 
non-alcoholic beverage suit¬ 
able for Moslem teetotalers. 

Theakston, a brewery in 
Masham, North Yorkshire, 
handed the job to head 
Brewer Hugh Ciirley. Eight 
months and thousands of bot¬ 
tles later, he came up with a 
drink that delighted Saudi 
taste-testers in the ancient 
city of Jedda. 

The beer contains hops, 
malt sugar and water from 
the Yorkshire dales, but lacks 
the yeast that reacts with 
sugar to give ordinary beer 
its alcoholic content. 

Thcakston’s believes the 
beer could have a potential 
market in Britain, particu¬ 
larly among motorists — and 
children can down the odd 
pint without any ill effects. 


Big U.S. firm 
spent in Canada 


GREENWICH, Conn. 
(Reuter) — Amax Incvrp. — 
a big ll.S. mining group — 
said Thursday-it had made 
political contributions to¬ 
talling $64,(X)0 in Canada and 
“Australia in thfc last tour 
years. 


Further, some of the whisky 
makers are having cash trou¬ 
bles because they must pay 
tax on their stocks before 
they go to market, and thus 
are subjected to delays before 
receiving their market sales 
receipts. Now they will have 
to pay more taxes, which 
could meem larger cash flow 
troubles. 

One scotch firm official said 
glumly the distillers might 
have to reduce the amount of 
whisky in -taxable stocks, 
which would mean less 
whisky eventually for market 
sale. The Scotch Whisky Asso¬ 
ciation warned recently that 
procedure might mean a 
world shortage of scotch by 
1980. 

How did the association 
view Healey’s latest tax in¬ 
crease? A spokesman replied, 
“As a shal^y reward for an 
industry, which has worked 
hard to contain prices and 
maintain quality.” 

Another industry source 
asked why the government, 
which was urging exports, 
would pile more tax on 
sootch, a prime British ex¬ 
port. 

Healey’s beer and cigarette 
tax increases were greeted 
for the most part with 
numbness. The ole-quaffing 
smoker long has resigned 
himself to new levies yearly. 

And there ore millions of 
drinking smokers. According 
to one official report, Britons 
laid out more th^ $6 bllli<m 
on beer and liquor in 1973, 
about 8 per cent of their c<xv 
sumer spending. Their tobac¬ 
co purchases that year, while 
edging downward, as were 
purchases of scotch. totaHed 
nearly $4 billion. 

’Trying to depict the effects 
of Healey's new drink and to¬ 
bacco taxes, o London car¬ 
toonist portrayed three elder¬ 
ly dinner-jacketed Britons in 
a posh restaurant sharing one 
cigarette through three 
mouthpieces on a communal 


waterpipe, and eyeing a 
w-aiter who was saying: “A 
brandy and three straws? 


Ortainly. — and would you 
like another cigarette for the 
waterpipe?”

PARIS — A new breed ot 
urban guerrillas, whose oply 
creed is violence and deftruo- 
tion, has sprung up in the 
streets of Paris. 

TTie gueniliaji w e r e in ac¬ 
tion Thursday for the second 
time in a month as they, 
turned a student demon¬ 
stration into a bloody battle. 

Mingling among 30,000 stud¬ 
ents as they marched to 
protest against proposed uni¬ 
versity reforms, the street¬ 
fighting men attacked police 
and students alike, destroyed 
can and pillaged abops. 

Nobody really knows who 
they are, or where they come 
from, but behind them they 
leave a trail of destruction 
and broken heads. 

Students 'and police both 
call them “casseurs” — liter¬ 
ally, breakers — but that is 
wheriE) agiwment on their 
identity ends. 

Many students, particularly 
on the extreme left, believe 
the |X)lice cynically allow the 
pillaging and violence to go 
on, in order to discredit stu¬ 
dent leaders and Jheir cause. 

The police say the guerril¬ 
las are "anarchists” and 
“dropouts” who breed on stu¬ 
dent agitation and protest. 

Between 200 and 300 casseurs 
were in the ranks of the st^ 
dents Thursday. With their 
dirty jeans and T-shirts, their 
primary search for gratuitous 
violence tnd their inability to 
express themselves in any¬ 
thing other* than four- letter 
ux>rds, they were easily dis¬ 
tinguishable, even in a crowd 
of 30.000. 

Usually in their late teens 
or early 20s, they look tough 
and they hurt vvhen they go 
into action. 

Before charging the police 
or the students, or before at¬ 
tacking shop windows and 
other property, many of them 
mask themselves with ccw- 
boy-style bandanas.

An anthropologist says "an¬ 
other Pompeii" has been 
found off the Olympic Penin¬ 
sula in Washington with dis¬ 
covery of an Indian village 
buried, by a landslide about 
500 years ago.

Daugherty said he Makah 
number abwt 1,200 today, but 
have largely lost links with 
their past.

G Costs of purchasing 
your new residence are not 
deductible.

If you do not know the 
amount of an expense which 
is deductible by the time you 
have to submit your tax re¬ 
turn (for example, if the sales 
commission payable on a de¬ 
layed sale of your old house is 
not yet known by you) ymi 
should omit it fre^ your list 
of expenses. 

When you do know the 
amount send the details and 
the receipt together with a 
letter of explanation, to your 
district taxation office, asking 
them to adjust your return by 
allowing the additional deduc¬ 
tion. 

There is one other overall 
limit to the amount of deduc¬ 
tible moving costs which yinj 
will be allowed to deduct. If 
your total moving costs are in 
excess of the income from 
your new employment or bu.si- 
ness in the year of the move, 
you may deduct the excess 
from your new employmcni 
or biLsiness income at the new 
location in the immediately 
following year. 

As indicated earlier there 
are a few additional rules for 
some students who also quali¬ 
fy to deduct moving expenses. 

If you have been in full-time 
attendance at a post-secon¬ 
dary school in Canada and 
move to work or to carry on a 
business at a new .location in 
(Canada srou may deduct mov¬ 
ing expenses subiect to the 
same limitations and qualifi¬ 
cations as are set out above. 

The move may be either af 
the termination of your stu¬ 
dies or at the beginning of a 
recess between two academic 
years (i.e., to undertake a 
summer job). 

At the beginning of ytatr 
post-secondary sclux>ling you 
may also qualify for a deduc¬ 
tion of moving costs. If you 
move to attei^ a Canadian 
post-secondary school on a 
full-time basis, from alther in¬ 
side of, or outside of L^mada. 
or if you leave Canada to at¬ 
tend a foreign post-secon¬ 
dary school on the same 
basis, you may deduct your 
moving expenses from the 
taxable part of your income 
from any scholarship, fellow¬ 
ship, or research grant. 

Any excels of the moving 
costs over scholarship, fallow- 
ship, or research grant in¬ 
come cannot be deducted 
from other types of income. 

This rule also applies on 
your return to full-time post¬ 
secondary school from a sum¬ 
mer .job whenever an actual 
move ds made which meets 
all the above required tests.

II.K. asks unity 
over BNA Act 


By JOHN HAY 

LONDON (CP) — The Brit¬ 
ish government favors a fe- 
(ierai-prqvincdal agreement in 
Canada ^before it acts on any 
proposal to eliminate British 
control over the Canadian 
constitution, a government of¬ 
ficial said Thiirsday. 

The official said the British 
administration mis^ find it 
“extremely difficult" to han¬ 
dle a ptroposal to place the Oa- 
nadian constitution wholly 
within Canada’s po w er with¬ 
out provincial consent. 

ITie official, asked not 
to be identified, said British 
authorities "xegard it very 
much tor the Canadians to 
sort out" how the British 
North America Act should be 
fbroo^t under domestic Cana¬ 
dian power to amend. 

But he added, “We would 
Ike to see an agreed ap¬ 
proach made” by both the 
federal and provincial govern¬ 
ments. 

Since its passage in 1867, 
the cu^t has been a British law 
which can be riiangcd only by 
the British Parliament. 

Prime Minister ’Trudeau re¬ 
cently suggested that, failing 
agreement from the provin¬ 
cial governments, Ottawa

Garden notes 


srCKERITVr, LILAO (V.8., 
Sidney) 

Before you can. decide on 
how to attack the suckerinR 
problem, you will have to find 
out whether your lilac ia a 
grafted specimen or whether 
it is growing on its own roots. 

Examine the leaves very 
carefully, comparing those 
from the suckers with those 
on the main portion of the 
plant. If they are identical, 
your plant is on its own I'oots, 
If different in size or ishafie or 
color, your lilac is grafted. 

In the case of i( plant grow¬ 
ing on its own roots, the 
suckers are of some value .1 
suggest yoii allow three or 
four of the strongest and 
straightest to remain, eventu¬ 
ally to become replacements 
for the older stems, which can 
be pruned away at the rate of 
one each year, removing 
them just after the Uooms 
fade. 

In this way, you are provid¬ 
ing for the constant renewal 
of the bush: the replacement 


su^enf should start blooming 
in two or three years. 

In a grafted plant, suckers 
coming from the li>vv?r roots 
must be removed by digging 
down and wrenching them off 
at their point of origin on the 
roots. Do NOT merely snip 
them off at ground level — 
this would, promote even more 
profuse suckbring. 

.Si':£U GERMINATION (H.S., 
Mctorla) 

Most seeds germinate best 
in darkness, but there are a 
few that require sunlight for 
vigorous germination, and 
these do best when sown on 
the surface, or very shallow¬ 
ly. and in full sun. 

Some of these are the dou¬ 
ble English daisy, Beilis 
perennls: lobelia, autumn 

crocus, nasturtium, evening 
I)rimrose and Kentucky blue- 
grass. 

ICE PLANT (B.R.. Victoria) 

The little flowering plant 
which you knew In South Afri¬ 
ca, with small pink flowers 
and thick, fleshy leaves glis¬ 
tening with "ice” crystals in 


Mesembryanthemum crys-^ 
tafllium, commonily -called Ice? 
Plant. The plant is ndt as well 
known as it deserves, but the 
seeds are %tcd in a fe^ cata¬ 
logues at about 95 cents per 
packet. ‘ It docs best in^ a 
rather hot, dry situation^ a'nd 
in poor, sandy or gritty soil. 

There is another Mesem¬ 
bryanthemum, M. crino- 
florum, known as the Living¬ 
stone Daisy, which is a de¬ 
lightful little spreading car- 
peter, excellent for crevlses in 
a sunny rock garden, and 
bearing hundreds of small, 
daisy-like flowers in a wide 
range of colors. These seeds, 
too, are inexpensive and easy 
to grow. 

JAPANESE CHERRIES 
(K.D., Duncan) 

The flowering cherry with 
the pUlar or columnar form, 
like a miniature Lombardy 
poplar, is usually listed in the 
nursery catalogues under its 
Japanese name, Amemogawa. 
Fully grown, it makes a tree 
15 feet tall but only 3 feet in 
spread. The blossoms are 


pink, semi-double and quite 
fragrant. 

The ornamental flowering 
cherry with pale yellow blos¬ 
soms is probably Ukon, mak¬ 
ing a tree 15 . feet tall by 10 
feet spread. 

GLORIOSA DAISY (H.B., 
Ganges) 

Your Gloriosa daisies, 
grown from seeds sown last 
spring, are hardy herbaceous 
perennials, hence it is perfect¬ 
ly^ natural for your plants to 
be coming up from the roots 
this year. I realize this Gower 
is often listed as an annual, 
both in some catalogues and 
on the seed packets, but this 
is an honestmistake. 

Even the man who devel¬ 
oped the Gloriosa Daisy. Prof. 
Albert Blakeslee of Smith Col¬ 
lege, was under the impres¬ 
sion he was creatii^ a new 
annual flower from a common 
roadside weed, the Black-eyed 
Susan, and I don't think any¬ 
one was more surprised than 
Dr. Blakeslee when his cre¬ 
ation turned out to be a hardy 
and reliable perennial plant!

Having written two or three 
times already about the music 
that helped to win the war, I 
Juiow it is time to declare a 
ceasefire, but the letters ha¬ 
ven’t stopped coming, and a 
few of them are too fxugnant 
and evocative to drop in a file 
and forget. 

One of them is from Joan 
Campbell, who begins by say¬ 
ing, "If you can spare a mo¬ 
ment for yei one more war¬ 
time memory in story and 
songt. 

I am luckily acquainted 
with Mrs- Campbell. She is a 
delightful Englishwoman, pe¬ 
tite and cultivated, and it is 
odd to think of her as having 
been a soldier in the Second 
Worid War. 

"I did some of my soldier¬ 
ing in 'Eg3T>t*” she writes, 
"enjoying ^at was then 
called ‘a good war’ in an 
operations room in Cairo. The 
less fMtunate, of course, were 
occupying themselves in 
places such as El Alamein 
and Wadi Nafooun. aiKl every 
night, to give heart the Ger¬ 
man ra(ho would sign off its 
broadcasts to Rommel’s 
armies with Lili Marlene. At 9 
o’clock. 

"And the British troops 
to a man. in love with the 
lady — tuned in. When the 
war in the Middle East ended, 
the broadcasts stopped. But 
every night at nine, in the ele¬ 
gant nightclubs of Cairo and 


Alexandria, the lights were 
dimmed and Lil Marlene was 
played again •— in memory of 
the men, ail of them, who 
died in the Western Desert. 

"Tjw years agti — and 
8on^30 years later — I was a 
guest at dinner in a German 
restaurant in Los Angeles. It 
was a family 8<Mi of place, 
but it had a small dance floor, 
and I asked the waiter if tiie 
orchestra could play Lili Man- 
Icne. A few minutes later, the 
familiar, poignant notes be¬ 
gan — and the lights were 
dimmed. 

"Now let’s all havejurother 
drink," Mrs. Campbell con¬ 
cludes, "and sing a chorus of 
Long Ago and Far Awray.” 

Jacqueline M. Carltle, now 
of Ventura, CaHf., writes a 
touching memoir of the way R 
was during the war years for 
the students at Qxxinado High 
Sdhool. Most of them were the 
children of Regulltf Navy of¬ 
ficers, and the War bright 
out the subtle caste 83 rstem 
that existed in such elite com¬ 
munities, even on. the school- 
Kiwhd. 

"I was a sophomore in Sep¬ 
tember, 1941. My father had 
given up his practice of medi¬ 
cine, which included being 
agency doctor for the Creek 
Indians, in Indian Territory, 
to join the United States 
Navy. It didn't take much 
foresight to realize, in those 
days, that the United States 


would in all probability be in¬ 
volved in the war very short¬ 
ly." 

"The student body <rf Coron¬ 
ado High numbered about 200 
then, and was about 75 per 
cent Navy or Marine Coips 
’jtmiors.’ (We bad one lone 
English refugee.) Three of 
these juniors had fathers who 
were taken prisoner the 
Japanese when the Philip¬ 
pines fell. All died before they 
could be repatriated. 

‘‘Another erf th^ fathers re¬ 
ceived the Congressional 
Medal of Honor for his actions 
aboard his ship during the 
bombing of, Pearl Hartxir. He 
later went down on the cruis¬ 
er San Francisco. My own fa¬ 
ther was senior medical of¬ 
ficer aboard a jeep carrier 
doing cqnvoy ehity in the 
Norto Atlantic for two years. 

"Numerous students had fa¬ 
thers who were killed in ac¬ 
tion or repeated missing. 
VTien this happened, the form 
was to be friendlier, tease 
them a little more, but main¬ 
tain a carefully studied indif¬ 
ference, and never, never 
mention it. They themselves 
closed ranks on all outsiders. 

"T was looked down upon 
because my father was Re¬ 
serve rather than Regular 
Navy. A friend whose father 
was (and is) a rather well- 
known dviban soientists. hav¬ 
ing been instrumental in de¬ 
veloping sonar weapons most 


tiseful in the waging of anti- 
submarine warfare, was 
looked down upon because she 
wasn’t Navy at aU. We had 
not known them before in 
Norfolk or Honolulu or Mani¬ 
la. 

"Our class, the class of ’44. 
graduated the week of the 
Normandy invasion, and we 
went our divergent ways, 
nevigr to meet as a class 
again. 

"Among all of this, there 
was a lot of music, mostly big 
bands, and all the girls trying 
to sing like Helen O’Cfonnell. 
and Der Fuhrer’g Face played 
on the loudspeaker before 
morning announcements. 

"But what I will always re¬ 
member, and treasure, is 
dancing with a skinny young 
Marine at the local USO to Jo 
Stafford singing How Sweet 
You Are. 

"Bittersweet is a word 
milked dry these days, but 
that is the word that most ac¬ 
curately describes my teen¬ 
age years In wartime Corona¬ 
do.” 

It’s just poBsiMe%at I was 
that skinny young Marine. I 
was stationed on the north 
end of CJoronado Island in the 
spring of ’43, and God knows I 
was skinny enough, having 
just got out of boot camp. 

And now.»let’s all have a 
drink with Jean Campbell and 
sing a chorus of Long Ago and 
Far Away.

I’m delighted to see that a 
tax idea I proposed in the col- 
uipn a half-dozen years ago 
(with no suggestion that it 
was original on my part) has 
turned up prominently on the 
Op Ed pagf of the New York 
Times, in an article by Prof. 
Lester M. Salomon, a political 
economist at Duke University. 

★ ★ ★ 

He begins by pointing out 
that "the wridespread loss of 
confidence in American insti¬ 
tutions" prompts us to think 
seriously about "new ways to 
restore the public's sense of 
control Sver government." 

He goes on to recommend 
substantially what I did: that 
taxpayers be given a direct 
voice in federal spending deci- v 
sions, by signifying on thei/* 
tax returns their preferences 
for distributing tax revenues 
among various programs. 


Attached to our tax forms 
would be a budget allocation 
sheet, detailing' how last 
year’s taxes were allocated 
among basic government pro¬ 
grams. and indicating how the 
administration and-or 
Congress propose to allocate 
this year’s taxes. These citi¬ 
zens votes would be aggregat¬ 
ed and the results used to de¬ 
termine basic program spend¬ 
ing totals for the coming 
year. 

★ ★ ★ 

My own suggestion went 
further than this: it prohibited 
the government from spend¬ 
ing more on any given pro¬ 
gram than the percentage al- 
' l<x:ated by the aggregate 
average of taxpayers’ selec¬ 
tions. Uke private 0ving, the 
individual decides which 
area.s he considers more 
worthy, and which not.. 


Much of ^e resistance and 
resentment against federal in¬ 
come tax comes not so much 
from the high rate as from 
the feeling that a great deal 
of what we pay goes for pro¬ 
grams and policies we do not 
approfve of; nor does the total 
even represent a consensus of 
public opini(Ni, for once our 
officials are elected, we have 
little to say about wliere our 
money shall be spent. 

I would pay, if not with de¬ 
light, at least with satisfac¬ 
tion, if I knew I could ear¬ 
mark my payment for pro¬ 
grams I approve of — 
schools, hospitals, parks, and 
a welfare system that really 
worked — instead of being 
forced to contribute one- 
fourth of my tax to something 
that is nebulously called "na¬ 
tional defence" and keeps 
going up every year. 


(Naturally, my anti-type 
would be just as pleased if he 
didn’t have to support the i^ro- 
grams I like, and could eaiv 
mark perhaps half of his pay- 
m«it to the military sector or 
for bailing out companies like 
Lockheed and Pennsylvania 
Central.) 

★ ★ ★ 

When government depart¬ 
ments and bureaucracies are 
forced to compete openly for 
tax revenues, it is reasonable 
to expect that they will then 
evaluate their programs more ' 
closely and carefully, both in 
terms of cost-benefit and so¬ 
cial efficacy. Most important¬ 
ly, however, it would give 
back to the average citizen a 
sense of shaping and sharing 
in his government’s policy de¬ 
cisions, and not being Just a 
sheep sheared every spring 
closer down to the skin.

NEW YORK. N.Y. — Bar¬ 
bara Walters is still looking 
for new worlds to conquer as 
she renegotiates her expiring 
contract with NBC. 

The fact that ABC has dis¬ 
cussed with her the possibility 
of becoming co-anchorpersrai 
with Harry Reasoner of the 
ABC evening news is, she 
feels, an Indication that there 
are mo're options for women 
in television now than existed 
several years ago. 

“Not many more,” she 
says, “but a few more. The 
very fact that if I did the ABC 
news — I would be the first 
network anchorwoman — 
shows that the opportunities 
for women in tcleviaioa are 
still greatly limited." 

The fact that ABC is cra^ 
sidering her for co-anchorpei^ 
son rather than sole anchor^ 
women would indicate a pre¬ 
conceived limitation, wouldn’t 
it? 

“You can say that,’’ she 
laughs. “I can’t. I have great 
respect for Harry Reasoner/’ 
she hurries to ad^ 

Ever since it was disclosed 
that there had been a 
H^ters-ABC meeting, rumors 
throughout the industry have 
speculated that the negotia¬ 
tion was simply a ploy by 
Barbara Walters’ agents in 
their NBC contract negotia¬ 
tions. Her current one expires 
to September. 

But, accoMing to ABC of¬ 
ficials, there is a serious at- 
' tempt on their part to find a 
woman for thelir evening 
. news, which may also be ex¬ 
panded to 45 minutes. 

Says Miss Walters to a tele¬ 
phone interview: “I am not 
trying to hold it over NBCs 
head. I did talk to ABC but I 
told NBC about it first. My 
contract is up at NBC and we 
have been in early negotia¬ 
tions so that we wouldn't have 
to be involved with it in the 
summer. 

“Naturally, at the end of 
every contract you reappraise 
where you are, take a look at 
where you want to go, weigh 
what the posstoilities are in 
your own network for growth. 
And. of course, you listen to 
what other networks might 
offer. 

“It’s just too early to say if 
anything will develop at A^. 
We’ve had only one meeting 
and there was no definite 
offer. It’s too premature even 
to say that I am seriously 
considering it" 

What would convince Miss 
Waltra’s to move? More 
money? It ts estimated that 
she' is earning close to 
$500,000 a year now at NBC. 

“It would not be money. Ob¬ 
viously if somebody offered 
you security for tiie rest of 
your life. nKxiey might be a 
consideration. But basically 
at this point it ii not money. 

“Rather it is growth and se¬ 
curity not necessarily fi¬ 
nancial security. Securi^ in 
terms of what you feel you do 


“Probably in the long run 
all news departments 'will 
have greater participatkM 
women, just as we see hap¬ 
pening in local news now. 
That’s what the trend is. But, 

I don’t think NBC has aify ^ 
plans for that now.” 

Does Miss Walters perhaps, 
feel that she has been passed 
over in election and conven¬ 
tion coverage assignments 
NBC? 

“I have not been scheduled 
to do any election night or 
jconvention coverage. It is 
something I would have en¬ 
joyed doing but I don’t feel 
hurt or sullen that I wasn’t 
asked to " 

Have the reports of declin¬ 
ing Today ratings affected the 
ne^tiations? 

“It has nothing to do with 
ratings. Nor have they de¬ 
clined. There had been a dip 
but they are back up." 

Richard Wafd, mC News 
president, said'Tifiss Walters 
has had tato wttii CBS, too. 

When asked about possible 
negotiaticht with CBS, Miss 
Walters said: *To my knovri- 
edge there have been no such 
conversations. But, I don't 
know everything my agents 
are doing.. .." 

Says Richard Salant, CBS 
News president; “There has 
been no con v er sa ti o n by <298 
wkh Barbara Walters itoout 
corrlllig^o work for us." 

Would CBS like to have 
such conversations? 

‘To say so at this point 
' would rally aid Barbara 
Walters in her negotiations 
with NBCX wouldn’t it? It’s 
standard in all such negotia- 
tirais to play . both sides 
against the middle." 

Does Salant think it true if 
there were not sexist attitudes 
in the netowrks that Barbara 
Walters would be considered 
for anchorperson rather than 
only as co4mchorpersrai? 

“Absolutely,’’ he replied.

Alberta, U.S. anglers blamed 


Pressure grows on sports fishing 


Si>orts fishermen from the 
I’nited States and Alberta will 
come under attack at the 
lO.OOO-member B.C. Wildlife 
Federation convention at .UBC 
in Van<*ouver, May 12 to 15. 

Members will debate sever¬ 
al resolutions complaining 
about overcrowding of the 
sports fishing waters by alien 
and non-residertt anglers and 
oalMng for reaitrictive mea¬ 
sures to reduce their numbers 
-1- 


and to charge them more for 
the lurivilege of fishing in B.C. 
w'aters. 

The Kitimat Rod and Gun 
Qub seeks suptwrt for a reso¬ 
lution asidng the government 
to ban all advertising of Brit¬ 
ish Oolumbia’s sports NShing 
so as to discourage tourists 
frtUTi coming to this province 
to harvest game fish. 

The re*»hition cites the in¬ 
creasing pressime sports 
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fishing waters as the reason 
f o r discouraging out-of- 
jTrovince fishermen. 

Ftesolution-s from the Kim¬ 
berly HfKl and Gun and the 
S[)arw(xxl and District Rod 
and (iun Club in the Koo- 
tenays call for increased fish¬ 
ing licences fees and that the 
money be channelled into in¬ 
creased fisheries in all areas 
of the province — that non¬ 
resident alien licences be in¬ 
creased to $30,-from $15; ikmi- 
resident (other CanadiaTis) li¬ 
cences to $15; from $5; the 
alien non-resident short-term 
three-day licerfee be abol¬ 
ished. 

The .Sparwood club also 
calls for am increase in resi¬ 
dent fishing licences, to $7 
from the existing $5 fee, which 
was increased last year. 

The Sparwood club also 
notes that “while Albertans 
cEui fish in British Oolumbia 
for the same price as resi¬ 
dents (excluding steelhead), it 
costs $2.50 more ($8, com¬ 
pared to $6.50) for a British 
Oolumbia resident to hunt 
pheasants in Alberta than an 
Albertan.” 

But. H isn’t only the coat 
that upsets the., Sparwood 
club. "As well, non-residents 
(British Columbians) get only 
•pickings' after the (Albert 
residents have had the bene¬ 
fits of the- opening week to 
themselves," it notes. Alberta 
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confines the first week of 
pheasant shooting for Alber¬ 
tans only. , 

The Burnaby Fish and 
Game Club calls for a ban on 
bottling or canning of B.C. 
fish by out-of-province visi¬ 
tors. 

1’he proposal is really 
aimed at Americans, although 
it calls for the two-day posses¬ 
sion hmit to stipulate Umt the 
fish remain whole r- whether 
fresh, frozen or smoked -- for 
transporting out of British Co¬ 
lumbia. 

It notes that current regula¬ 
tions do not disallow large 
scale processlr^ of fish by 
aliens, for transportation duty 
free out of Canada. 

The Burnaby club asks that 
all sealing type processing 
eijuipment found in possession 
of aliens in B.C., be disposed 
of by the owner or be confis¬ 
cated. 

The Burnaby brief says: 
"Some Americans at a fishing 
resort on Vancouver Island 
told us that back in Califor¬ 
nia, members of a club ex¬ 
changed B.C. canned fruit for 
B.C. canned and smoked fish, 
and even sold their surplus 
canned fish. 

"A friend, wdio spends part 
of the winter in the Salton Sea 
area of Cahfbmia, witnessed 
an American citizen selling 
canned fish,, and he confided 
that he makes two trips a 
year to Canada and sells 
enough fish to pay for his 
winter campring fee in Califor¬ 
nia and Arizona.” 

A brief from the Kimberley 
Rod and Gun Club claims: 
“Resident fishermen of this 
province are not only being 
squeezed away from the fa¬ 
vorite fishing spots, but are 
being laughted at by non¬ 
resident Canadian and Ameri¬ 
can fishermen who say; 
'When are you dumb British 
Columbians going to start 
ohargring for your resource. 

“Compare any reciprocal li¬ 
cencing, and the fishing avail¬ 
able in any other part of Can¬ 
ada or U.S.A. and <MYe soon 
realizes who is being short¬ 
changed,” continues the Kim¬ 
berley brief. 

“Not only are the citizens of 
this province being short¬ 
changed. their renewable re¬ 
source itself is suffering due 
to lack of support. As sports¬ 
men in this province, we have 
an economic and moral re¬ 
sponsibility to ensure at least 
the present levpl of this recre¬ 


ational pursuit. Demands on 
the fisheries resource will not 
decrease, but will increase 
alarmingly over the next few 
years. 

“We wiM all have to pay 
moRt?, to maintain the re¬ 
source, so let’s start now by 
falriy taxing non-residents in 
the forin of higher licences.” 

The Sparwood dub notes 
the competition with industry 
— hydro-electric, mining, log¬ 
ging — and the resultant deg- 
rajdation of water quality and 
the fish resource. 

“Results of these conflicts 
have been and will continue to 
be reflected in the concerns 
and competition among fish¬ 
ermen desiring a high qual¬ 
ity recreation based on an an¬ 
nually decreasing supply of 
fish,” it says. 

“C!3ompounding the increas¬ 
ing demand-^ of resid;'nt fish¬ 
ermen is the significant in¬ 
crease in nan-resident Cana¬ 
dian fishermen and fluctuat¬ 
ing. but consistently high 
numbers of non-resident alien 
fishermen utilizing British Co¬ 
lumbia’s fisheries resources. 

The Sparwood dub tells of 
hostihfties erupting aTTioog fish¬ 
ermen in B.C. waters. 

"Repercussions of social 
teTisions between residents 
and non-resident alien flshei'- 
men are quite evident on the 
coast and cm Kootenay Lake. 

“Signs of social unrest be¬ 
tween residents and non¬ 
resident Canadian fishermen 
are becomlYig obvious on 
many small lakes and rivers 
in East Kootenay,” the dub 
brief notes. 

The Sparwood dub claims 
one out of every four fisher¬ 
men utHliznng the B.C. fisheries 
resource is a non-B.C. resi¬ 
dent. 

According to the Pear.se- 
Bowden study of 1970 the 
number <rf non-resident fisher¬ 
men will cemtinue to increase 
until about 1990, at “which 
time “congestion will deterio¬ 
rate the quality of angling 
enough to discourage further 
increases." 

the Wldlife Federation will 
also consider a number of re.s- 
olutions aim^d at improving 
the public image of hunters. 

The Nanaimo and District 
Fish and Game Club asks that 
it be made Illegal to display a 
big game carcass during 
transportation on any public 
road or highway, or on any 
puhNjb conveyance. 

It notes the display of big 
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game carcasses on cars, 
trucks, campers, ferries and 
aircraft provides the public 
with regular visible and ob- 
.no.xlous iTvidence of the 
“slaughter and carnage in the 
woods” which the anti-hunting 
advocates describe as o^ocur- 
ring every hunting season.' 

“H can only be to the ad¬ 
vantage of hunters and the fu¬ 
ture of hunting that every¬ 
thing possible be done to 
avoid alienating that great 
majority of people who are 
not hunters,” the Nanaimo 
club advises. 

The Burnaby Fish anbd 
Game Cub asks that guhs 
and all other evidence of the 
hunt and kill be kept totally 
inconspicixxis. 

“Ibe sad image of the 
hunter’ is mostly self-im¬ 
posed and many sportsmen 
are paying the penally for the 
actions apd misdeeds of the 
few.” notes the Burnaby 
brief. 

It mentions some selfish 
and needless deeds ... the 
urge to boast and show off . . . 
igTK>rance and lack of concern 
for proper care of meat . . . 
disregard for conservation 
and ecology . . . disregard for 
other peoples’ love of animals 
and wildlife. 

Some examples: A whole 
deer draped over (he back of 
a car on a hot day ... a 
repulsive sight and a wasted 
animal : a moose head tied to 
the front of a truck; whole 
deer carcasses disposed of in 
ravines or buried in other 
people’s gardens, or in gar¬ 
ble cans and full of mag¬ 
gots. End resLiJt: Many ene¬ 
mies and him^ haters. 

The Vernon Fish and Game 
Cub joins in and asks that all 
hunters who continue to dis¬ 
play firearms In motor vehi¬ 
cles be told that practice 
should be avoided, and 
firearms should only be car¬ 
ried when it is the intention to 
hunt.. 

Kimberley Rod and Gun 
Cirt) asks for penalty in¬ 
creases to not less than $500 
or not more than $1,000 for 
each animal shot illegally or 
in closed season. It wmild also 
include a prison term, or fine 
and imprisonment. 

The' Oowichan Fish and 
Game Cub says that for any 
infraction of the Firearms 
Act, such as cairying a load¬ 
ed firearm in a vehicle, there 
should be a hne. plus a man¬ 
datory three-year suspension 
of the right to own a firearms 
licence. 

The Courtenay and District 
Fish and game protective As¬ 
sociation asks for more con¬ 
trol of wild, stray and domes¬ 
tic dogs which ailE^ a serious 
hazard to deer popiilationa. 

The Chemainus Rod and 
Gun Cub asks for a cutback 
on anterless deer season to 
only once In every three 
years, writh a special color- 
coded tag for antlerless ani¬ 
mals and restrictions upon 
purchasing them. 

The Kitimat Rod and Gun 
Cub asks tor an end to all 
permit hunting, including pei^ 
mits for reasons of unemploy¬ 
ment, welfare and alx>ri^al 
rights. 

It claims permit hunting is 
being abused by Indians hunt¬ 
ing primarily after the hunt¬ 
ing season, when it becomes 
easy because of weather con¬ 
ditions ; welfare recipients 
h\mting out of seasfxi ^ using 
fancy camping units, snow¬ 
mobiles. etc,; by people ped¬ 
dling the game and fish so 
other goods, like liquor, can 
be purchased. 

The Kamloops and District 
Fish and Game Association 
notes the practice of harrass- 
ment of wildlife by snow¬ 
mobile operators and asks 
that all owners and operators 
of snowmobiles be required to 
keep attached to the tracks of 
each machine a plate that will 
dearly Imprint m the snow 
the identification number as¬ 
signed.

Picking a good package of 
pork chops out of a pile 
causes more people nw® 
problems than picking a good 
one out of sdmost any oidier 
pile of packages — probabljv 
GotQiat? 

To a large extent, ^\'hen it 
comes to selecting pork from 
your butcher’s meatcase, you 
are very much on your own. 
With beef you can look to the 
goN^emment grading as some 
indication of the quality you 
can expect from a steak or 
roast. The aame is true of 
lamb, but not so when it 
comet to pprk. 

Pork is graded only in car¬ 
cass form. Since poric seldom 
comes Into the market in car- 
casa form, but rather in 
various wholesale cuts — 
loins, spareribs, shoulders, 
etc. — the grade has little 
meaning as an indication of 
quality at the retail level. So 
what do you look for as an in¬ 
dication of quality when 
you’re picking through the 
poric chc^T 

The first thing to kxdc for Is 
FAT. Tm not talking about 
the outside layer of fat. that 
covers a pork chop, which is 
excess, waste and should be 
a%'Dided. 

\LTiat I mean is "marbling,” 
those little flecks of fat Inside 
the lean. Marblir^ haa been 
prov'en to be an important 
factor in quality pork. Look 
for it! Without at least a 
slight amount of marbling, 
pork tends to be dry. Too 
much, on the other hand, will 
result in an equally undesira- 
Ue pork chop. Learn to recog¬ 
nize the happy medlOm. 

CWor Is another Important 
indicator when looking for 
quality in a pork chop. A pin- 
Idsh-gray is most desiratde 
and the fat should be creamy 
white. Avoid chops that are 
pale and watery looking *— 
the^ will almost certainly dry 
out and shrink up in the cook¬ 
ing process. 

Don’t worry about a bit of 
“twoJtoning.” It is natural 
for certain muBcles of the pig 
to be darker than others. In a 
pork chop, the tenderloin -- 
that tiny tender muscle on the 
other side of the ^-bone — Is 
almost always darker in color 
than the loin muscle on top of 
the T-bone. 'The larger top 
muscle is the one that should 
be a nice pii^-gray color. 

One of the things that often 
is misused as a quality indioa- 
tor is size. It do^ not always 
fdUow that b€H;ause a pork 
chop is small it therefore 
came from a young pig and 
is, therefore, more tender 
than the larger chop. Pigs, 
these days, all come to mai> 
ket at a young and tender 
age. The difference in size be¬ 
tween one chop and another is 
more apt to be the result of 
an overly fat pork loin being 
trimmed down rather than 


(me coming from a younger 

pig. 

Poor quality pork often has 
a smaU loin muscle covered 


by an excess of fat. By the 
time the fat is trimmed away 
the* chop is small, but nek 
younger and no better than a 


big chop without all of the 
excess outside fat. The ratio 
of meat to bone is better than 
a bigger loin. That means you

FUNCHAL, Maderia (CP) 
— If you stop at the pousada 
at Serra d’Agua, about inid> 
way between tne south and 
north coasts of this volcanic 
Island, late In the morning, 
you’re likely to meet a man 
who traverses 20 miles of this 
rugged terrain a day as part 
of his job. 

The traversing Is done on 
foot and the terrain includes 
ups and downs that wxHild 
wear out a mountain goat. 
But the man who covers that 
ground says he wouldn’t trade 
jobs with anyone. 

'The job is delivering and 
pickhSt up mail that brings 
him into (xmtact with pe<H)le 
like himself who like to be 
outdoors and work hard for 
their living. He’s typical of 
the industrious Maderians. 

Madeira is about 40 miles 
long and 15 miles wide and 
about the OTly level spot you 
can find is. the runway at the 
airport. When the volcanoes 
of long ago settled, they left 
nothing but steep slopes, most 
of them at ahgles of 60 de¬ 
grees or more. 

The island is in the North 
Atlantic, about 300 miles due 
west of Casablanca and IH 
hours by air from Lisbon. The 
climate is sub-tropical which 
means that just about any¬ 
thing grow-s there. There are 
3,000 different .flowers grow¬ 
ing in profusion in the rich 
soil. 

The sides of the cloud- 
shrouded mountains are ei¬ 
ther wooded or terraced into 
narrow strips of garden and 
vineyard that can only be 
tilled and harvested manual¬ 
ly- 

Madeira has a year-round 
temperate climate, lots of 
sunshine, enough rain to keep 
those gardens Uooming, 
about 11.000 hotel beds and 
plenty of good food and wine, 
all at reasonable prices.

Lords ‘sell’ homes 
during U.S. trip

LONDON — A jolly group of 
earls, dukes, marquesses and 
other assorted peers is being 
flov\Tt to the United States in 
two weeks time to sell the 
idea of visiting British stately 
homes to potential tourists. 

Sir Alexander Glen, chair¬ 
man of the British Tourist Au¬ 
thority (BTA), says that the 
lords’ personal and madia ap- 
pearanrea, to say nottrff^ of 
their official banquatt, recep¬ 
tions and tree^lanting cere¬ 
monies, could be worth as 
much as 14 to $6 million to 
Britain. 

Lord Montagu of Beaulieu, 
who is leading the enqpeditlon 
— officially titled the Bicen¬ 
tennial Heritage Mission — 
and the other right inern’iers 
of the team say they are sell¬ 
ing the idea of coming to Bri¬ 
tain, which has more than 
i;000 historic houses, and not 
jiist to the stately homes 
belonging to those who go on 
the visit 

“Though, of course, If we 
are asked, we will mention 
those too,” he added amooth- 
ly. 

But the expedition and the 
Bicentennial could not have 
come at a better time for the 
stately hornet industry. The 
number* of visitors, and the 
receipts, dropped shan^ last 
year, with attendances drop¬ 
ping from 2 per cent at Mo- 
hurn Abbey (the Marquess of 
Taristock, its owner, is In the 
party) to an overall 12 per 
cent for Scottiah homes. 

According to According to 
Lord Montagu, a visit from 
the lords, some of vhose 


ancestors were the Im- 
perialsts the colonialists had 
to overcome — Lord Dun- 
more’s great - great grand¬ 
father surrender^ Williams¬ 
burg to American forces is 
not ironic. 

There is. he said, a strong 
feeling among most Ameri¬ 
cans that their historical and 
cultural lives were originally 
rooted dn Britain and most of 
the itinerary had been fixed 
up with the enthusiaitlc help 
of local and state Bicentennial 
committees. 

But the expedition will be 
severely practical. It has not 
passed the notice of any 
member of the misalon, nor 
the BTA, that the sarry state 
of the pound has made Britain 
one of the biggest bargains In 
years. And the party will be 
doing its best to help British 
exports. “We will trevel in 
British cars whene\»?r pos¬ 
sible”, said Tvord Montagu. 

And it will be businesilike, 
the peers are taking none of 
their regalia with them, as an 
exchange with the Duke of 
Argyll showed.

THIMPHU, Bhutan (AP) — 
Shangri-La. The name still 
holds its romantic mystique, 
but the land today has taken 
on the look of the 20th century, 
complete with electric lights, 
automobilee, an airstrip, soft 
drinks and cigarettes. 

\^itora are still dazzled by 
thousands of robed and sha¬ 
ven-headed monks chanting 
their prayers in giant fortress 
"dzongs” ahtl blowing horns 
made of human bones, or by 
masked dancers driving out 
devils. 

But this secluded Buddhist 
kingdom in the eastern Hima¬ 
layas, frequently likened to 
the fictional country of Shan¬ 
gri-La in L(»t Horizon, is slip¬ 
ping inevitably from medieival 
to modem times. 

The government, headed by 
22-year-old King Jigme IDorjl 
Wanchuk, may be able .to pre¬ 
serve the beat of an ancient 
culture while accepting hydro¬ 
electric dams and modem 
medioiiie. 

Bhutan, with 12.000 square 
miles and L3 mlllloQ real- 
dents, was opened to tourism 
in 19T4 and nearly 1,000 West¬ 
erners have come here since 
then on limited and toqpansive 
tours. 

The drive for tourists is to 
raise foreign e.xchange and 
recover some of the multi- 
million-dollar cost of the 
king’s coronation in 1974, gov- 
enunent officials say. The gov¬ 
ernment it building lodges to 
house 1,000 more tourists in 
1376. A training progrish. is 
under way for mors in¬ 
terpreters and guides. 

India, the big neighbor to 
the south, controls Bhutan's 
defence and foreign policy by 
treaty and began building 
BhutM'a first vc^clt roads in 
the iseos. 

"Ten years ago we tra¬ 
velled by mule or by foot and 
today we have nearly 1,000 
cars, trucks and buses," said 
a Bhutanese official. Nevf^ 
theless, -a 20-mile drive over 
the mountainous roads can 
take all day. 

Bhutan has hundreds of fer¬ 
tile valleys, rain forests, 
breathtaking waterfaUs and 
imconqucred p=iaks, 'and a 
population of mongolian de¬ 
scent.

Blit Bhutan raises at least 
five varieties of rice, plus mil¬ 
let and c^orn. Cows and water" 
buffalo graze everywhere. On 
market day in Thimphu and 
the cities of Paid and Punak- 
ha stalls are stocked with 
beef and produce. 

"Fbod has never been the 
problem of Bhutan." said one 
Bhutanese. "Many years ago 
we lott ndlUcns to amaUpox 
and other diseases. We 
more babies," 

China, the big nei^bor to 
the north, invaded India in 
1962 through little Sikkim next 
door after taking over Tibet 
in 1967. Thousand of Tibetan 
refugees live in colonies in 
Bhutan. 

"There’s a lot of pressure 
on Bhutan," said a diplomat. 
“It wants to be the Swit¬ 
zerland of the Himalayas and 
maybe it can do it.” 

Last year India took over 
Sikkim entirely as a defence 
meaaurei placing the ghogyel 
(king) under indefinite house 
arrest. 

Last October, Chinese 
troops clashed with Indian 
forces in Aruntcha, Pradesh* 
an Indian frontier territory 
immediately east of Bhutan. 
Four Indian soldiers were re¬ 
ported killed. 


B.C. TRAVEL 
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Himalayan mountain passes 
lying tXTth east and west of 
Bhutan, as well os Bhutan it¬ 
self, are possible invasion 
routes if China ever repeats 
its 1962 attack cm India. 

Since that war, however, 
India has created the world’s 
fourthilargest army, 900,000 
men, and 10,000 of them are 
posted in Bhutan. Bhutan, 
with a national draft, has 
10,000 more soldiers. 

Large Kiutan families must 
contribute at least one son to 
the army for a five-year 
term. They also contribute a 
son to the 150 monasteries 
and he usually becomes a 
monk for life. One Bhutanese 
estimated there are more 
than 20.000 monks. 

The ancient military and re¬ 
ligious tradition is reflected 
in the spectacular dzongs, 


with gleaming white 80-foot 
walls designed for 'medieval 
warfare. Towering stone and 
wood structures inside are 
covered with blue and gOid 
frescoes. 

Each dzong is a regional 
centre for government and re¬ 
ligious rule, for in Bhutan 
there is no separation o( 
church and state. The k5ng, 
who rules with the consent of 
an elected national assembly, 
is head of the Buddhist Faith 
and contfols about 150 lamas. 

Bhutan's tiny tourist pro¬ 
gram shuts down during the 
rainy monsoon of the summer 
.and during the more sevt^« 
wintw months. No tipping is 
permitted but a young belfooy 
will occasionally try to sell a 
colorful sash made of yak 
wool or ask a tourist for used 
clothing. 


"We arc ti’ying to avoid 
what happened to Nepal," 
said one offfcial. Nepal, a Hi- 
m,a 1 a y a n kingdom which 
opened to tourism in 1951, is

The spinoff benefit in em¬ 
ployment is estimated in the 
hundreds by Sipoa, who also 
says that his operation, Vic¬ 
toria Plastic Cb.

The principle Involved is 
quite simple.

As far as exhaust emissions 
were concerned. Sipos said 
tests showed a decrease of 1 
per cent in hydrocaihons and 
1 per cent in carbon monox¬ 
ide. 

Sipos arrived in Edmonton 
in and moved to Victoria 
ki 1965. He said he waa Mdt- 
ed about the project the first 
time he checked it out. 

The first model was made 
last year by Jim Brant, an 


Englishman now living in 
Toronto. It was a hand-made 
model which, at the cost of 
close to $50,(XX), has been im¬ 
proved. 

Sipos stressed it was impor¬ 
tant that air should be proper¬ 
ly filtered by an air cleaner 
90 that the unit coufld do its 
job efficiently. 

Tests up to 500 degrees in 
an oven showed that the plas¬ 
tic will not melt out ot shape 
in intense heat. 

While Sipoa agreed that he 
could realize a big financial 
gain if the unit proved out and 
sold well, he added that the 
satisfaction ot knowing that 
he had developed something 
of benefit to everyone was a 
large plus tor him.

Anti-Communist ace

ROME (UPI) — ChrisUan 
Democratic party president 
Amintore Fanfani called on 
menibera of Italy’s governing 
party Saturday to start pre¬ 
paring immediately for an 
election battle against the in¬ 
creasingly powerful Commu¬ 
nists.

Zaccagnini planned to start 
a new roupd of talks with 
other party leaders, including 
the Communists, when he re¬ 
turns ,/rom an Easter visit to 
his native Faenza.

Cambodia like PoW camp

BANGKOK — There are 
signs that the worst is over 
for the six million people of 
Cambodia, who survived the 
year of cruelty and hardship 
that fcHlowed the Communist 
takeover. 

Refugee, diplomatic and in¬ 
telligence reports coming 
from that anguished country 
tell of a little more rice and a 
little less backbreaking labor. 
In eome areas, the ban on sex 
and marriage has been lifted. 

' Yet, in the words of one ref¬ 
ugee, Cambodia U still ruled 
like a prisoner of war camp. 
Executions remain an every- 
d a y reminder of the 
ruthlessness of the new re¬ 
gime. Starvation, executions 
and disease may have taken 
the lives of 500,000 Cam-' 
bndlans during the year, ob¬ 
servers agree. Pertiaps an¬ 
other 4OO.0DO fled the country. 

The political convolutions in 
the semi-deserted capital of 
Phnom Penh are an indication 
of changing times: the resig¬ 
nation early this month of 
Prince Norodom Sihanouk as . 
the figurehead chief of state 
and the ensuing resignations 
of the cabinet. 

Phnom Penh radio an¬ 
nounced last week that Khieu 
.Sam^jham, a young, FYench- 
trained economist, who took 
to the jungles in 1967 during 
.Sihanouk’s anti - communist 
days, is head of the new gov- 
cmment’s T>olifburo. The an¬ 
nouncement namod two other 
poUtburo members unheard of 
on the anniversary of Phnom 
Penh’s fall to Khmer Rouge 
troofM this weekend. 

The announcement., broad- 
ca.st to the populace from the 
loudspeakers ecitwa the 
countay doubtSess received 
ofdhestratcd enthusiasm. Of 
more significance, however 
wai the news that Cambodia’s 
. midwinter rice crop, 
v’l'eoched from the land with 
forced labor, had been good. . 

The starvation-level rice ra¬ 
tion in some areas has been 
doubled. A little pork is some¬ 
times available. Plots are pro¬ 
ducing a few vegetables to 
supplement the leaves many 
laborers have been putting in 
their ric^. A little barter is 
going on, for Cambodia re¬ 
mains a natinna without cui*- 
rency. 

f?cattered reports indicate 
that the rice crr)p is being 
treated like gold. About one 


qu^trter of H is being kept 
under guard in local areas. 
The rest has been taken to 
simftlaply guairded regional 
and central warehouses. 

The new regime’s histori¬ 
ans uill doubtless make the 
past year into an epic of 
heroic labor by enthusiastic 
masses, and it most likely 
will be compared to the Chi- 
n e s e Conununists’ long 
March. But the harvest has 
been plainly the result of the 
fanatical determination of 
Cambodia’s new rulers to 
bufld a spartan, Marxist polit¬ 
ical system beholden to no 
one. It came solely from the 
power of the gun. 

The year began with the 
forced exodus from cMies and 
towns of virtually everyone. 
The library in Phnom Penh 
WHH sacked and burned. The 
old administrative structure, 
the schools, the hospitals — 
all were swept away. 

There were throe immedi¬ 
ate priorities: rice, local dikes 
and ditches, plus longer 
canals to provide even more 
irrigation. 

■*" Communist indoctrination 
was not allowed to interfere. 
The widespread indoctrlnatioii 
sessions so evident in South 
Vietnam and Laos were spo¬ 
radic and lacking in ideologi¬ 


cal substance. The lectures, 
the retraining camps, the 
"peoples’ courts’’ and orches¬ 
trated demonstration of the 
other Southeast Asian Com¬ 
munist countries were infre¬ 
quent. 

The Khmer Rouge used bru¬ 
tal force, not persuasion. 
They wanted immediate rice 
production. 

Left alone, the Cambodian 
peasant would have ac¬ 
complished this. But the 
Khmer Rouge evidently want¬ 
ed more. They look to rice 
production as the quickest 
way to national strength. 
They were aware that Hanoi’s 
dream of a great Indochina 
transcended its devotion to 
Marxist solidarity. 

Meanwhile, they keep most 
of their old regular mllitaiy 
units — perhaps 40,000 men — 
stationed around Phnom Penh 
and along the Vietnamese 
border. Only the thinnest scat¬ 
tering of troops is found in the 
west, along the Thai frontier, 
where there is no real threat. 

In the early days, many of 
the thousands of refugees who 
made it to Thailand were peo¬ 
ple who had been fairly well 
off— those who had been ex¬ 
pected to flee. Nowadays, the 
refugees are mainly farmers, 
usually in groups. 


Universally, the refugees 
paint a drab, hard and cruel 
picture. They have Hved in 
fear. Executions are things 
they have all seen or know of 
directly. 

Military officers, mer¬ 
chants, teachers, students and 
educated members of the old 
regime have diaaw)«ared — 
apparently inoapaUe cf being 
r^rmed. ...

United States justice detpai^- 
ment, suing two k)en firms 
for alleged sex bias, says it 
also it investigating charges 
that other lenders in 12 states 
illegally take sex and family 
status toto consideration when 
deciding whether to grant 
loans and mortgages. 

In the first two civil suits 
filed under a 1974 federal 
housing law, the department 
Thursday accused the Jeffer¬ 
son Mortgage Oorp, of Cherry 
HiH, N.J., and Prudential 
Federal Savings and Loan As¬ 
sociation of Salt Lake City of 
discriminating ’’against 
women and their families on 
• cu^cDunt of sex’’ in xriaking 
home-mortgage loans. 

The 1974 law prohibits sex 
discrimination in lending 
mortgage !money. 

Both firms were charged 
with using "different and ' 
more stringent standards to 
determine the credit- 
worthiness of a wife’s income 
than" the standards apphed 
to the husband’s income. 

Prudential, the largest sav¬ 
ings and loan association in 
Utah, disregarded part or all 
of a wife’s income in deter¬ 
mining a family’s eligibility 
for mortgage and home- 
improN'ement loans, the suit 
said. V 

The Utah firm also "refused 
to consider alimony and child- 
support payments as income 
for the purpose of qualifying 
for a mortgage or home- 
improvement loan,’’ the de¬ 
partment charged. 

Tlie Jefferson firm required 
women, but not men, "to sub-

mit written assurances of 
their intention to continue 
woricing during the term at 
the loan appliM for,’’ the suit 
alleged. 

Assistant Attorney-General 
Stanley Pottinger said this 
amounted to requiring women 
to promise not to get preg¬ 
nant. 

Pottinger said thfe depart¬ 
ment is working with other 
agencies to "esreate a govern¬ 
ment-wide enforcement ef¬ 
fort’’ against other lending in¬ 
stitutions that discriminate 
against women. 

Department lawyers said 
they already are investigating 
similar charges against other 
loan firms in 12 states. Thfy 
declined to name the states.

Rhodesia doubled sales 
taxes and hiked excise taxes 
on liquor and cigarettes Fri¬ 
day to fund new defence 
spending. A black militant 
leader appealed for unity with 
moderate nationalists "if we 
are going to defeat” the white 
supremacist regime. 

Tri an invervieew in Dar-Es- 
Salaam, Tanzania. Bishop 
Abel Uzorewa, leader of the 
militant factioo of Rhodesia's 
African National Council, said 
he would try to convince 
backers, at a weekend meet¬ 
ing 'in Lusaka. Zambia, to 
wx>rk with mo^rates led by 
Joshua Nkomo, to topple Pre¬ 
mier Ian Smith’s government 
and win majority rule for 
Rhodesia’s million blacks. 

"We must have unity we 
are going to defeat the Smith 
regime.” said the bishop, who 
leads a guerrilla force in Mo¬ 
zambique responsible for nu¬ 
merous border raids into Rho¬ 
desia. 

Muzorewa ^xpelled Nkomo 
from the black nationalist or¬ 
ganization last year when 
Nkomo began talks with 
Smith to arrange a peaceful 
transition . to black rule, 
Nkomo called a congress of 


his supportors at which he 
had himself, elffjcted as pres¬ 
ident. 

Muzorewa said he Ix^jed 
unity could be achieved be¬ 
cause “now we both realize 
that we each have some 
strength.” 

The Nkomo-Smith talks 
broke down in March and the 
moderate black leader admit-w 
ted armed struggle might be 
the only route left to majority 
rule in Rhodesia. 

In Salisbury, Rhodesian Fi- 
nhnce Minister David Smith 
announced tax hikes Friday. 

“It is essential that we 
maintain security in the criti¬ 
cal times we are passing 
through and sustain govern¬ 
ment services in all fields,” 
Smdth said. He said a 5-per- 
cent general sales tax imposed 
only three days ago would be 
doubled and higher levies im¬ 
posed on beer, cigarettes and 
liquor to rai?e $97 million for 
new military equipment and 
salaries for an enlarged regu¬ 
lar and part-time army.

^Qivironmentalists, who 
have been battling to preserve 
the nation’s wetlands as an 
essential habitat for water- 
fowl and a vital link in the 
marine food chain, priased 
the decision. 

Earlier last week, they won 
another major victory — an¬ 
nouncement that southern Ca¬ 
lifornia utilities wefe aban¬ 
doning pdans for a large, coal- 
tired power plant near several 
natkx^ parks in southern 
Utah. 

TTie corps rejected two p«*- 
mit applications submitted by 
Deltona Oorp. to fill and de- 
velof) 2,000 acres of wetland 


segments at its Mareo Island 
community just south erf 
Naples. Fla. 

It said such development 
would "constitute an unaccep¬ 
table adverse impact on this 
aquatic resource.” 

The announcement brought 
an angered respcxise from 
Frank eMacklc, president of 
the Miami-based firm. 

“I am shocked and ou¬ 
traged at the decision,” he 
said, charging it undermined 
an agreement with Florida 
under which Deltona deeded 


4,000 acres of wetlands to the 
state. 

"We will seek an immediate 
administrative and judicial 
review of the corps’ decisiem, 
and we fully expect affected 
property owners and the state 
of Florida to join with us in 
this action,” Mackle said. 

According to the corps, 
about* 4,000 persons have pur¬ 
chased lots in the two Marco 
Island portions affected. 

Maj.-Gen. Ernest Graves, 
corps director of civil works, 
told a news conference the 


decision was not precedent¬ 
setting because all cases are 
considered individually. 

But Edward Thompson Jr. 
of the Envircmmental Defence 
Fund said it "puts developers 
on notice that wetlands are 
out of bounds.”, 

Environmentalists are 
challenging wetland develoiJ- 
ment in several other areas of 
the country, including St. 
Phillips Island, S.C: The 
Rayou of Louisiana, and in 
New York, Maryland and Vir¬ 
ginia.

G>met evidence backs theory 


Planet blew millennia ago 


ttASHINGTON (UPI) - 
New evidence was reported 
last week supposing the con¬ 
troversial idea that a giant 
planet blew up between Mars 
and Jupiter several million 
yean ago. 

Dr. Thomas C. Van l-lan- 
dem, an astronomer at the 
U . S . Naval Observatory, 
traced backward the paths of 
eo oomete with very long 
orbits and found that nearly 
all Intersected In the asteroid 
belt. 


This, he told a meeting of 
the A m e r ican Gtpphysical 
Union, ‘'strikingly confirms” 
the calculation of a Canadian 
scientist who theorised four 
yean ago that a planet 90 
times the sire of earth existed 
lietween Mars and Jupiter 
around 16 million years ago. 

“Taken In coivlunction with 
the already existing evidence, 
these new results leave little 
ixxNn to doubt that a Saturn- 
sized planet did exist between 
Mans and Jupiter 16 million 


years ago violently explod¬ 
ed,". Van Flandertf wrote in a 
report prepared for tlie meet¬ 
ing. 

In an irttemew. Van Flan- 
den said his studies indicated 
the massing pdanleil may Jiave 
disintegrated more tham six 
million years ago a time 
when mammals walk^ the 
earth. 

He suggests that the comets 
he annalyzed came from that 
planetary breakup and were 
propelled by exiriosive ftare 


in all directions to become er¬ 
ratic satellites of the sun. He 
said chunks of rock that make 
up the asterbid belt presiun- 
ably also are debris from the 
planet. 

Astronomers have long 
(heohied that the asteroid 
belt m^t represent the re- 
. mains cf a planet. But tint 
was just sp^ulation until Dr. 
M. W, Ovehden, of the Unl- 
vesreity of British Obiumbia in 
Vancouver, reported in 19T2 
that calculations of the orbits 
and masses of the existing 


planels showed that a mas- 
.sive planet once* existed be¬ 
tween Mam and Jupiter. 

On the basis of the new 
comet studies Van Flandem 
said Ovendoi’s work "looks 
pretty solid to me.” 

How a planet the sire of Sa¬ 
turn could have exploded is a 
myste^. TTie lack of an ex¬ 
planation for such a cata¬ 
clysm disturbs senne re¬ 
searchers considering the 
idea of a disintegrating planet 
in times that are relatively 
recent by geologic terms.

OTTAWA (UPI) — Conser¬ 
vative Opposition Leader Joe 
Qark said Saturday as prime 
minister he would move to re¬ 
store to Parliament some con¬ 
trol over government. 

"We’ve abandoned the sys¬ 
tem of responsible govern¬ 
ment, and I think that there 
are aspects of the parliamen¬ 
tary system which can be mo¬ 
dified by borrowing from the 
American model, which won’t 
undermine or change our sys¬ 
tem but will make it more ef¬ 
fective,” he said. 

The Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive leader said, “We don’t 
have a system of responsible 
government in any meaning¬ 
ful sense in this country 
now.” 

He noted that because of 
changes in rule interpretation, 
parliamentary defeat of gov¬ 
ernment legislation no longer

"And I as prime minister 
am not going to be frightened 
about a Parliament that has 
the power to look into what I 
am doing. 

Pointing to Trudeau’s infla¬ 
tion-fighting wage and price 
control program,* Clark said 
in an interview for the CTV 
television network program 
Question Period: "He has 
been celebrated for crunching 
without people taking a kxA 
at what he has crunched. 

"And I think that what has 
been crunched in this case is 
a contest of co-operation that 
is the only way we’re going to 
be able to reach some agree¬ 
ment on problems that in¬ 
volve a lot of people giving 
way, and that clearly is in¬ 
volved in any serious attack 
on inflation.” ♦

CUMBLERLAND — A de¬ 
tailed proposal for a $6.7 mil¬ 
lion expansion of facilities at 
9t. Joseph’s Hospital in Com¬ 
ox will be placed before the 
Comox - Strathcona Region 
Hospital District April 26. 

The generally unexpected 
announcement was made 
'Thursday at the 81st annual 
general meeting of the Cum¬ 
berland General Hospital As¬ 
sociation. 

Cumberiand Mayor William 
Moncrief told the meeting the 
first indication that anything 
was being planned at the 
Comox hospital came when H. 
E. Schellinck, Comox hospital 
chairman, outlined the pro¬ 
posal to the regional hospital 
executive committee meeting 
last Tuesday. 

“Most of the committee 
were too dumbfounded to 
even speak,’’ Moncrief said, 
“especially when one consid¬ 
ers the number of cutbacks 
that have been made in the 
diagnostic and intermediate 
» are unit under construction 
in our village." 

Moncrief said the village 
hospital board has been “sty¬ 
mied at every turn by the Vic¬ 
toria bureaucrats and the re- 
gional district. 

“It’s the most frustrating 
arluation I have ever been 
connected with,” Moncrief 
added. 

What angered him most, the 
mayor said, was the recent 
statement by hospital district 


chairman Ronald Ellis who, 
when asked by a spokesman 
for the Cumberland and area 
Concerned Citizens group 
whether any plans for addi¬ 
tional facilities at Comox 
were being* considered, re¬ 
plied “nothing is planned for 
Comox.” 

Mcxicrief said he will chal¬ 
lenge the Comox proposal and 
he will resign if “satisfaction 
is not forthcoming.” 

What appalls me, he said, is 
the “whole damn matter has 
been discussed behind closed 
doors — it’s the shadiest deal 
I have ever seen. 

“If this is the way regional' 
boards work, then we should 
give the whole damn works 
back to Dan Campbell (The 
former Municipal Affairs Min¬ 
ister was the man who. in¬ 
troduced the regional district' 
concept to B.C., with Comox- 
Strathcona being the first dis¬ 
trict set in the province.) 

Moncriqf told t^e annual 
meeting, “we in Cumber¬ 
land are being led down 
the garden path by the region¬ 
al district. They are out to 
railroad the Cumberland 
health care facility, you had 
better face up to that fact.” 

He accused Ellis and Schel¬ 
linck of “working hand in 
glove,” and said, “we all 
know that Schellinck is the 
spokesman, but we also know 
Ellis is the man who has been 
travelling to Victoria on nu¬ 
merous occasions to meet 
with government officials on 
hospital matters.” 

Ellis, a member of Comox 
council, was accused last year 


of “possible conflict of inter¬ 
est” because he also is 
a member of the Comox hos¬ 
pital board. 

The facilities planned for 
Comox will be a straight du¬ 
plication of services offered in 
the health care facility now 
faking shape in Cumberland, 
the meeting was told. 

Moncrief said it was dif¬ 
ficult to understand, when 
health service budgets are 
being slashed by the provin¬ 
cial government, “why any¬ 
one would consider a proposal 
which is such an obvious du¬ 
plication of swvices.”

BEAR HUNT 


Father Pal, they cal¬ 
led him. Rev, Henry 
Irwin was neither 
Patrick nor Catholic; 
merely Irish. But to the 
hundreds of miners, 
railway construction 
workers and settler^ 
throughout British 
Columbia so long ago, 
the name Father Pat was 
one that would unlock 
any door. 

Years after the beloved Anglican 
missionary passed into history, there 
were those who fondly recalled their 
associations with this remarkable 
man. One who vividly remembered 
Father Pat was a Victorian, Maj. L. 
Bullock-Webster, who, half a century 
ago, recount^ the time he had ac¬ 
companied ^in on a bear hunt. 

★ ★ ★ 

"In the early spring of 1901,’ 
BuHock-Webster began his account, 
'Father Pat was on a holiday in the 
Similkameen. I met him at 
Keremeoa. We fixed up a hunting trip. 
Fraser Campbell joined us at Pen¬ 
ticton and from there we went up the 
old Beaverton Trail with three saddle 
horses, one pack horse, and a big Irish 
wolfhound of Campbell s.” 

The eager expedition had nbt been 
on the march tlwee hours when they 
spotted a small black bear eatii^ 
something.beside the trail. As Irwin 
was in the lead, he sighted the bear 
first and quickly slid from the saddle, 
and slipped his rifle from its scabbard 
in the same motion. Taking careful 
ainuhe eased down on the trigger. 
But, instead of the sharp report of a 
rifle ^ot, the others heard only a 
click of the trigger. Father Pat had 
forgotten to load. 

Chuckled Bullock-Webster: 
Fraser Campbell, who was a very 
good shot, jumped off (his horse), 
took a hurried aim through a new 
peep sight that he wasn’t accustomed . 
to, and missed the bear at short 
range. 

“I was just bringing up (he rear as 
the bear snuffled off. 1 let drive at 
him with a heavy Colt revolver, but 
Caradec, my horse, who was out of 
sympathy with the trip anyway, gave 
a couple of sideway bucks that landed 
me on my back in the bushes and our 
first bear went off without a 
scratch.” 

" ★ ★ ★ 

Such was the inauspicious beginn¬ 
ing to that memorable bear hunt. For- 
lunately for Bullock-Webster, his un- 
expectM flight into the bushes injured 
little more than his pride, and, as can 
j be imagined, he vented his embar¬ 
rassment upon his nervous mount. 

Presumably, Father Pat did not 
escape his brief tirade, as it had been 
through Irwin that Bullock-Webster 
had purchased the capricious 
Caradoc.

WHAT HAPPENS TO A 
FOREST THAT IS 
OVERMATURE AND 
DECADENT? 

What happens to a 
stagnated city centre ? 
History tells us that in 
many cases, the problem 
has been solved by ma¬ 
jor fires, earthquakes or 
war. Man has quickly 
rebuilt and the whole 
process of change and 
growth has started 
again. 

Nature has similar ways of dealing 
with old forests and making place for 
a new start. We have seen vast areas 
of forest wiped out by devastating 
fires, insect infestation or disease. 
But, these are wasteful agencies and 
nature’s processes of rebuilding are 
extremely slow. 

In a city centre, another thing ean 
happen. We will often have isolated 
buildings or groups of buildings 
demoli^ed because of rot in the foun¬ 
dations, termites or some other * 
cause. These will be replaced by new 
structures, some of good quality, 
some of poor, some set back on their 
lots, others set forward — all 
depending on the judgement or finan¬ 
cial abilities of the individual builder. 



In nature a similarly haphazard or 
selective process may go on. Wind¬ 
storms, insects, disease or even 
gnawing porcupines will destroy 
single trees or groups of trCes, mak¬ 
ing small openings in the forest. 
Thesb wiH gradually fill in with sapl¬ 
ings seeded from adjoining trees. The 
result will be a mixture of age, 
species and even quality. Some may 
grow up straight, some may be 
stunted or deformed, their condition 
and vitality varying with their in¬ 
heritance and thp conditions that sur¬ 
round ttieir development. 

In cities today, town planners are 
introducing staged programs 
designed to overcome these problems 
that go with growth — also to an¬ 
ticipate needs that may arise in the 
years to come. Individual structures 
or blocks of buildings niay have to be 
torn down and replaces in stages, 
making provision for wider streets 
and other amenities that may be re¬ 
quired In the future. 

In much the same martner, forest 
managers are continually developing 
new methods and techniques that will 
work toward keeping our forests in a 
state of healthy growth, while 
harvesting decadent and mature 
stands. Ak in a city, the 
characteristics and needs of each 
area must be studied on an individual 
basis and there are seldom ready 
made or simple solutions. We in¬ 
vite your questions.

Here he has bi;ilt.a beautiful seaside home, in a 
pcTfect situation for his great pleasure and relaxa¬ 
tion — fishing. 

Squid Macinnes has fished rivers, streams and 
the sea in Briti^ Columbia, Nova Scotia. England 
and Scotland and declares that “there is no doubt 
about it — the finest trout and salmon fishing is 
right here in B.C. . .. and it is available to all. ' In 
Europe and many other countries most of it is on 
private estates. 

He keeps busy.' As well as all the fishing he 
does, he carves wood, hunts, smokes his own fish, 
preserves his own fruit, looks after his own home, 
ties bis own flies and makes his own lures.

During the Second World War, he joined the 
B.C: Regiment as a 2nd lieutenant, was later 
transferred to the Royal Canadian EHectricai 
Mechanics Corps and went to Normandy. He saw 
active service in the European theatre of war. 

He did a great deal of fishing in Europe while 
on leave. Fishing itineraries were arranged for the 
armed forces and he was given introductions to 
owners of private estates where fishing Was plen¬ 
tiful in streams and lakes. 

Macinnes came back from overseas a colonel 
He then started a manufacturing business in Van¬ 
couver which made hardware for the construction 
trade. 

He had been interested in wood carving for a 
long time and has a well-fitted workshop in his 
basement. He became intensely interested in In¬ 
dian design and Indian art In general, after working 
and living among the Indians in his commercial 
fishing days. 

He once spent three seasons in the Queen 
Charlotte Islands and became acquainted with 
some old-time wood carvers there and watched 
them at work. He s<Mnetime8 carves Indian designs, 
feeling that it is a shame f<x them to die out. Now 
that the old carvers have g<on?1he^igns would be 
lost. 

Macinnes keeps a boat at Deep Bay. not far 
from his home. He likes to cruise around fishing in 
front of his property. There are many rivers aito 
streams in the district and he feels that he is 
definitely in the right spot to spend his retirement. 
The peo^e are friendly, the fishing is the “best.” 
No won^r he is a contented man. 


THE CORN FLAKE CAPER 



The Skipper was ever an ob- 
•^linate man. He prided himself 
on l>eing able lo out-stubborn any 
one he came up against. It was 
never done in a spirit of ill-will 
though, more in the form of a 
game. The prize was beating 
^ome one, at their own form of 
obstinacy. 

This was my Dad. Bert Hind, who arrived in 
Canada aged 19 in 1896. 

We remember quite well his delight in relating 
t^periences of tug-boating in Vancouver and Van¬ 
couver Island waters and die odd personalities of 
crew members he picked up. 

His was a small vessel, suitable especially for 
harbor jobs, and could be handled by a crew of two. 

Occasionally he would get calls to go up the 
coast, when he mi^t be away for a week or more. 
This would be in me early 1900s. Once away, there 
was no communication, so generally he refqped. as 
the tug was really not fitted for longer trips. 

One of his engineers was inclined to be very 
nKKxly at times, and uncooperative. Alternatively, 
subject to wild enthusiasms over some new idea or 
product. 

On one of their longer trips there was some dif¬ 
ference of opinion at the outset, and the man 
(etreated into a sulk and refused to tolk.^ 

Normally when on the boat for seVerat days, 
they would take turns in the galley, preparing 
meals probably adequate, but undoubtedly simple 

It didn’t take the Skipper long to size up this 
particular mood, and he accepted it as a challenge 
lor the trip. When meal time approached he went to 


the galley early and prepared their food, ate his 
share and retunied to the wheelhouse. 

Before leaving the galley he was aware of the 
engineer hovering around the deck — but being still 
in the non-speokint; nraod, 8 a 3 dng nothing. After set¬ 
tling himself comuHtably by the steering wheel, he 
rang a signal for the engineer and when he ap¬ 
peared, the Skipp^ pointed to the galley. He had a 
little trouble tlx first day,and at one point rang for

the engineer and pointed to his dirty dishes. The 
message got through. 

They soon worked out a system and during the 
whole of this trip, not a word was spoken. The en¬ 
tire commynication was worked out through the 
.ships bells or telegraph. It’s a mystery how they ar- 
* ranged this, but in some undefined manner they did. 
It worked very efficiently the Skipper said 
afterwards, and added: “I even thought of adopting 
this Fscheme as a permanent feature of the job. 
there’d be a lot less silly chatter going on." 

But it was not to be. As they headed home and 
on their lair day out. the engineer broke, starved 
for the squndof his voice and some reply. A reply of 
any kind apparently, because he appeared in the 
wlieelhouse making very conclliatoiV remarks and 
relating homely unimportant, little anecdotes. 

The Skipper enjoyed telling this episode, gs 
pecially as he had won. And he wished it had ear 
ried on for the next few days, which were leading up 
to another event. 

For a while they were doing small jobs around 
the harbor, mostly towing scows. These were

always being taken back and forth to various ships 
for loading and unloading. No untoward events 
marred the relaticmship of the crew during this 
period. 

It dawned on the Skippei^oM dqy however, 
there was one subject that kept c^ing up — health 
foods. And notably com flakes, which must have 
been a fairly new product in those days. 

The subject was raised at every meal, and the 
engineer got carried away with enthusiasm 
claiming; “Why folks could live on these flakes 
without anything else. Think of it Skip, what con¬ 
venience, what a saving of labor, and of everything 
They’d be healthier too!” 

.And think about it the Skipper did. because he 
was getting a bit fed up with this continual chatter 
on the merits of com flakes. But he put up with it 
and bided his time. 

The opportunity he was looking for finally 
arose. A job was offered taking a load of logging 
supplies near to the ncN^ end of Vancouver Island, 
with two scows plus a very small boom to bring 
back. Normally he might not have taken the job, 
but here was a chance to put a plan Into action.

He advised the engineer to be reedy and went 
uptown to buy provisions.

Home On The Waves 


Julius Treigys has solved the 
problem of simple living in to* 
day^s mechanized age, flooded by 
cosily, intricate items of civiliza- 
lion such as condominiums, 
colored television sets, e^^pensive 
chesterfield suites and Avall-to- 
wall carpels. . 


The formula he uses embodies the belief that 
freedom and work, liberally spiced with 
enthusiasm, equals th^ joy of living. 

To discover this formula, he has travelled a 
long path, and found the answer in the 73-year-old 
hull of the Motor Vessel Chanija, whose early 
history was related in last week’s Islander 
magazine. 

Julius Treigys was bom in Lithuania. His 
parents, who were both teachers in their native 
land, game to Canada when he was three years old. 
Julius attended school in Toronto, went on to the 
University of Toronto and graduate in 1966 with an 
engineering physics degree. 

Julius began working as a nuclear physicist, 
but, wanting to have a look at the west, he 
journeyed to Vancouver in 1967. 

After a short stay, he took the ferry over to Vic¬ 
toria. One day, he found himself walking around the 
James Bay shoreline, and was almost overwhelmed 
by the^sight of the forest of masts rising from the 
Pacific salmon fleet in its winter quarters. 
Intrigued, he strolled along the mooring floats, 
looking closely at the boats, talking to the friendly 
^ fishermen. 

A germ of an idea crept into his mind — the 
idea of owning, and living on, his own boat. 

The idea lay dormant as Julius continued his 
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westward way to Hawaii. “1 was always active,’J- 
he explained, '*and liked to work with my hands. So, 
I soon began to do'casual work out there. Painting 
signs, making carvings and doing odd jobs around 
the boats.” 

One day, there was a birthday party on the next 
boat to where Julius was working. There was the 
smell of steaks barbecueing; the boats were gently 
rocking. I.,aughing children ran around the decks, 
occasionally falling into the water with shouts of 
joy. 

“1 thought it was a beautiful way to live,” said 
Julius. “To me, people around boats seem to be 
more at ease than others; more w illing to share 
their feelings.”

Julius returned to Vancouver in 1970, and 
bec'ame an ex-nudear physicist who preferred' boat 
building and boat repair work. He Wfent longshoring 
for a time, at |5 an hoqr^ which was pretty good 
money at that time. He b^an , to look around for a 
boat d his own. 

His quest led him to Vancouver Island, and 
he found the old Charuja beached ou the mud 
flats at Canoe Cove, near Sidney. 

Julius learned more ajwut ttie Charuja from 
visits to the Maritime in tlotoria’s Bas¬ 

tion Square. He saw a i^ure of her taken in 1923, 
when she was known luidei' her ’diiginal name, the 
Scud. He was greatly impressed with her slim and 
graceful silhouette. 

'Searchii^, questioning, stray remarks from 
conversing. with, snilliig folk of beaches, at 
boatyard^ artd maiihks^flnally led him to. the 
venerable hull, now named Gianija. left derelict on 
the mud flats by Sidney’s Canoe Cove Marina. 

Julius bought her for charges owning, and 
brought her boek to her old sailing quarters at 
Gilbert’s Marina, Brentwood Bay. 


The rejuvenation operations began almost im¬ 
mediately. 

Julius's girl friend. Ciloria Charles, who was, 
born in Germany and lived at Chilliwack before 
coming to Victoria, 10 years ago, is also a boating 
buff and a kindred spirit to his way of life. 
Toother, they ripped everything out of Charuja’s 
interior, to expose her riba. These needed replac¬ 
ing, and it was Gloria's job to form the ribs, 

A long piece of stove pipe was placed over 
a big water-filled pot on top of an old wood 
burning stove. Pieces of oak ribs were stood in 
the stove pipe, a lid was put on the stove pipe 
top and, when the water boiled, the ribs were 
steamed to pliability. ^ 

“Once we staried steaming,” smiled Gloria, 
“we couldn’t stop. It was 3 o’clock in the morning 
when we finished.” 

Julius and Gloria have been rejuvenating the 
Charuja for four years now, between working for a 
living. Julius was a substitute teacher for a time at 
Lansdowne elementary school. Gloria, who had 
been on the lookout for a fish boat to live in as it was 
much cheaper than renting an apartment, was 
working in Bill Scott’s pawnshop on Victoria’s 
Johnson Street. 

One afternoon, Julius walked in, searching 
for a boat repairing tool. Right there, Gloria’s 
IMe-style changed. She never did get her fish 
boat apartment; but she did end up working on 
Julius’s boot. * 

Two years later, they were married. He, 31; 
she. 20. 

It took almost three years and every spare hour 
they could muster to put th^ Charuja back in 
shipshape condition. All the many and ^ick layers 
of paint had to be scraped from the hull, and the 
planks torched clean and bare before repainting. 
The plywood top covering and the rotted old canvas 
skin ripped from the deck, and the loose windows 
tightened. 

Last year, Jiilius decided that the plywood 
covering had to go because it would no longer hold 
varnish. Ripping it off, he has replaced the whole 
superstructure with his own hand made V-joint 
cedar. 












Julius prefers working with raw materials. 

“1 can’t build a chemical factory, but I can fall a 
tree," he smiled. ”1 can saw it into planks; I can 
sekK^t the wood I want. I can plane it down and 
shape it the way I want. 

i cut up all the firewood to heat our home,” he 
continued. “Enjoy doing it. too.” 

“Yes, ” broke in Gloria. “It heats you twice. 
Once when you cut it; twice, when we bum it.’* 

The Treigy’s have already made a number 
of trips through the Gulf of Georgia and around 
the islands. Once they went up the Fraser 
River as far as Port Hammond. One summer, 
they sailed to L4md. 14 miles north of Powell 
River. It is the end of the coast road and the 
entrance to Desolation Sound. 

Gloria laughingly remembers their first trip in 
the Gharuja to Steveston. Crossing through Active 
Pass, their engine overheated because the water 
pump waj^ not functioning properly. Julius had to 
cut tlio' s|ieed-1o two knots. It took all day to cross 
the Straits. Sundown found them abreast of 
Point Roberts coaling station, on their passage to 
Steveston.

“We had our running lights on,” related Gloria, 
"and we were getting close to the channel in, 
although the land se^ed miles away.

We were so exhausted from pulling 
weeds from the propeller, and pushing the boat, we 
just went right back to sleep. 

“When we woke up again, Charuja was floating 
on an even keel.” 

Later in the morning, Charpja made a succes¬ 
sful tie-up at Steveston dock. 

-r An alinost unbelieveable coincidence com¬ 
pleted this little incident. Towards dusk of that first 
evening, a B.C. ferry boat was approaching the 
Tsaw'wassen terminal. A passenger and his wife 
were sitting on the forward port side -of the ferry, 
idly looking out over the choppy waters towards 
Point Roberts coaling station. 

There was a bit of a sea running, with, 
perhaps, two foot waves. All of a sudden, the 
passenger sat up, staring sharply out at a little 
boat wallowing in the chop, about a mile away.

All repairs and renovations completed, all paint 
work dry, all stores aboard, Julius and Gloria 
Treigys will cast off and sail for Lund, that tiny 
nortliem settlement on the southern edge of the 
entrance to Desolation Sound.

Gloria is a good breadmaker. She plans to bake 
it on the top of a little two-hole stoye. Her method is 
simple. She sticks the dough between two frying 
pans, and bakes one side.

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DISASTER PATROL 


The tragic saga of the Royal 
North West IVIounted Police 
patrol that perished on route 
from Fort McPherson, N.W.T., to 
Dawson City, Yukon, in the 
winter of 1910-11, has been re¬ 
enacted by the CBC for a 60 or 
90-minute television documen¬ 
tary drama to be released 
1977. 


The story is one that has gone down in Canadian 
history as one of the most incredible hardships ever 
encountered in the Canadian Northwest. It is a 
story of suffering and endurance unsurpassed in the 
annals of the RNWMP. 


The Dawson to Fort McPherson run had been 
done many times in the past as a mail run, but had 
always originated in Dawson because of the dif¬ 
ficulty involved in finding the pass through the 
mountains from the other side. 

Inspector Fitzgerald for some unknown r^son 
had convinced the commissioner in Regina to let 
him do the run from the Fwt McPherson end. It 
was the first time The run had been done by the 
police from McPherson when Fitz^rald undertook 
the journey and the results were disastrous for the 
entire patrol. 

Fitzgerald was a very knowledgable man of the 
north having spent 13 years stationed in the 
northwest Arctic. He had made many long journeys 
during the winter in the past and commanded a 
great understanding of winter survival. 

But some of the documented facts contained in 
Cpl. Dempster’s police rep<Ht on the subsequent 
search patrol for the Fitzgerald party in March of 
1911, revealed that Fitzgerald, despite all his 


knowledge and experience, had made some very 
crucial errors in judging the amount of supplies 
necessary for the journey. > 

This fact is a strange one, for Fitzgerald 
himself had done the route two years before and 
with him was an ex-constable who had also done the 
route in the past. 

Ex-constable Carter who accompanied the ill- 
fated patrol, was taken on as a guide, for he shid he 
knew the way through the divide which separated 
Dawson and the Klondike from the Elagle Plains 
where the route ran. 

The route had always originated in Daw'son 
be<*ause the one pass through the mountains was 
very difficult to find from the Fort McPherson side 
of the range. 

F'itzgerald had a great deal of confidence in 
Carter as he had spent many years with him and 
had made a number of long winter journeys with his 
company. Carter like Fitzgerald, had spent many 
vears in the far North, but had stained the name of

the Mouniies by marrying an Eskimo and was • 
forced to take an'eih*ty retirement. 

It appears from Dempster’s report, that 
F'itzgerald was out to break the recort time for the 
trip. He had drastically cut down on dog food and 
supplies, which included the lack of provisions for 
securing game along the trail. By RNWMP stan¬ 
dards he carried sufficient dog food for only 10 
days, but the trip under the best of conditions would 
take at least 23 days. 

The reason for this may have been that he felt 
he could secure supplies'along the route from In¬ 
dian encampments, which Carter said were plen¬ 
tiful. But the Indians weren’t there when Fitzgerald 
needed them. 

There is some irony in the story in that 
Fitzgerald, apparently out to break the record, 
perished, while Dempster in his atteifipt to find the 
lost patrol did break, the round trip time. 

When the patrd was eventually found by the 
search party, three nK)nths after Fitzgerald had set 
out, the entire group, including two other con¬ 
stables, were found dead in the chilling grip of 
winter. 

But the reason for death by exposure wasn't 
due solely to the severe weather conditions en¬ 
countered, for an investigation later revealed that 
all four men had signs ci scut*vy and were in a 
progressed state of starvation. 

Dempster’s report stated that when the men 
were found, he estimated that the bodies* weighed 
less than 100 pounds each. 

Considering the average officer was probably 
in good physical condition it is not unreasonable to 
assume that their average body weight would not be 
less than 150 pounds. For a person to lose one third 
of his body weight it would mean a virtual starva¬ 
tion diet for a long period of time. 

In fact, one excerpt from Fitzgerald’s diary 
shows that a supply check on Jan. 18, 1911, after 
almost a month on the trail and at least 250 miles 
from the F’ort, the party had only 10 pounds of flour 
^ and eight pounds of bacon remaining. 

It was at this point which Fitzgerald decided to 
turn back. A reluctant choice for a man who had 
never been beaten by any challenge in his entire 
career with the force. But the decision came too 
late and with the thermometer plunging to —W deg. 

F. things were getting worse. 

One must also take into account that 
F’itzgerald's temperature calculations, although 
very accurate, did not include a wind chill factor 
and his weather reports for that time made mention 
of a number of severe blizzards. 

At the point of return the men began subsisting 
on dog meat in order to survive and although d(^ 
meat is extremely high in protein it contains very 
little fat content which is a necessary ingredient for 
sustaining body heat. Once body heat begins to drop 
in such freezing temperatures, survival does not 
last long. 

The dogs were eaten one by one and because of 
the snow conditions the men had to don snowshoes 
and break trail for the toboggans and remaining 
dogs. 

The last 200 miles back saw the men living sole¬ 
ly off dog meat as all other supplies had long since 
been consumed. At one point even the leather 
harnesses were boiled and eaten. 

Dempster found the first two constables. 
Taylor and Kinney, in a small camp just off the 
main trail* which had been marked by a 
handkerchief tied to a tree, just 36 miles from the „ 
fort. 

Kinney had evidently succumbed first and was 
found to have one toe of his foot amputated due to 
frostbite, while Taylor had committed suicide by 
putting a .30-.30 rifle to his head, the only firearm 
the patrol had with them. 

Ten miles further on, Fitzgerald and Carter 
were found near a number of small fire pits 
Fitzgerald was the last of the patrol members to 
die, for the report shows that Carter was found with 
his arms crossed over his breast and a handkerchief 
laid upon his face. Fitzgerpld was found clutching a 
small piece of paper with his will inscribed upon it 
by a charred 8ti<A. His will left everything to his 
mother who was living in Ireland. 

There are many poksiMe answers to the question 
of why the events which took place aiid the deci¬ 
sions which were made happen^, but whatever the 
reasons, Fitzgerald himself was the main con¬ 
tributing factor to the disaster of the patrol. 

He was a man who enjoyed a i^peedy promotion 
through the ranks, attaining the position of Inspec¬ 
tor at the early age of 40 and the one who madd all ^ 
the decisions. He had an aura of being invincible 
having many near disasters in his past history 
which he always managed to overcome. 

His men respected his knowledge of the north 
and experience on the trail, so much in fact that he 
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TWO MODES or WINTER TRAVEL during the patrol of 1919-11, dogs and snowshoes 


very rarely needed to exercise command over his 
men, relying mostly on simple suggestion. 

One outstanding point was Fitzgerald’s apparent 
disregard for the use of Indian guides on the trail. 
The accepted procedure of most men on the force at 
that time, including Dempster, was to always take 
a native guide on exp^itions of this nature. 
Fitzgerald maintained that he could himself fullfil 
the requirements of an Indian guide. 

It’s true, however, that he did secure the help of 
an Indian on the patrol to Dawson, but the guide 
was turned back after only five days with the 
patrol. The reason for this discharge is a 
mysterious one for when Fitzgerald picked up the 
guide along the trail, he was at that point lok. '] 

• But the Indian did not accompany the patrol into 
Dawson nor back to McPherson and the word of the 
lost patrol came from this same man who, after 
leaving Fitzgerald went back to McPherson and 
then returned to Dawson. 

Little is known about Esau the guide, but he told 
Dempster upon his arrival at Dawson that he was 
released from service by Fitzgerald for no ap¬ 
parent reason and could not understand why 
Fitzgerald did not retain him until they reached 
their destination. 

'.f ★ ★ ★ 

The CBC who have been working on the film for 
the past year, finally completed the filming portion 
of the script after three weeks in Dawson City. 

The film includes nine Toronto based actors and 
three from the Yukon. The Yukon members of the 
crew are Ed Wolfe, Corwin Guimond and Roger 
Mendleson. all local Dawson residents who run trap 
lines in the Dawson area. 

They were hired to supply dog teams and tobog¬ 
gans. as advisers to the crew and cast in the handl¬ 
ing of the dogs and as possible doubles for any long 
shot sequences in the film. 

The rest of the cast include George R. Robertson 
who wrote the script, as Inspector Fitzgerald; 
James B. Douglas as ex-constable Carter; Tim 
Henry as Constable Kinney and Neil-Dainard as 
Constable Taylor who make up ttie Fitzgerald 
patrol. 

The Dempster patrol is comprised of Michale J. 
Reynolds as Corporal Dempater; Paul Ritchie as 
Stewart. Dempster’s Indian guide, Bill Lake as 
Constable Fife and Les Carlson as Turner, a retired 
ex-mountie who accompanied the search party. 

Johnny Yesno, one of Canada’s foremost Indian 
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actors is playing the role of Esau, the Indian guide 
used briefly by Fitzgerald during the patrol. 

The films producer/director Peter Kelly and 
I script writer Robertson said they wanted to shoot 
the film as close to the original location as possible 
in order to create the mo^ realistic impression of 
the conditions encountered by the patrol. 

Although the weather in Dawson remained 
warmer than usual for March, the temperature dip¬ 
ped sufficiently low enough at night for some tent 
sequences to produce the chilly feeling of freezing 
northern temperatures. 

“We hope that the photographer can catch that 
feeling of intense cold on film,” said Robertson, 
“because we really want to portray what these men 
went through, an incredible ordeal that should be 
recognized.” - 

Robertson is one of Canada’s more outstanding 
actors, having played roles in Airport. Rosemary’s 
Baby. Paper Back Hero and To the Sea in Ships. He 
has a string of radio and television acting roles and 
scripts to his name with TTie House Of Pride and 
Side Street, both CBC television productions, being 
the most recent. 

The Fitzgerald Patrol is his seventh television 
script. 

Producer Kelly also has many well known films 
to his name. Directing and producing documen¬ 
taries and dramas for the CBC for the past 18 years. 
Kelly has made some very well known films in¬ 
cluding the first documentary drama the CBC ever 
produced, a film entitled Was Tom Tomson 
Murdered? Some of his other more outstanding 
pieces are: To The Sea In Ships: The Magnificent 
Gift, a film on 800 years of the fur trade. 
And We Were Young, the story of Canadian involve¬ 
ment in the First l^rld War and Two Arctic Tales, 
a film that was shot in and around Frobisher Bay. 
N.W.T. a few years ago and showed extensively 
throughout NorHi America. 

The Director of photc^aphy Ed Long, has 
worked with Kelly before in the filming of Two Arc¬ 
tic Tales, but this is only his third time in the score 
of years he has been with the CBC he has filmed 
in sub-zero temperatures 

Long said Tlie Fitzgerald Patrol was a real chal¬

Queen Victoria Window 
Repaired and Replaced 


A new glory piece for our 
legislative Buildings is really 
very old—i£ you’ll pardon what 
appears to be a contradiction, 
though perhaps 1 can explain it, if 
I get over my excitement about 
this “find.’^ 

A feature of the main block of th^ buildings, 
when they were opened in 1896, was a large Queen 
Victoria Diamond Jubilee window. 

It was on the south facade, picking up the sun, 
so that it shone in brilliance, and lighted the 
Speaker’s corridor, just about opposite the Press 
Gallery entrance of today. 

When the Provincial Library was started in 
1912, out went-ibo window, because it was in the 
way, and, as far as anyone could tell in recent 
years, it was destroyed. 

How could ’’they*' have done anything as 
wicked as that? 

That’s what people interested in the old kept 
asking themselves every time (hat window was 
mentioned. 

Sunday, April 18, 1971 
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What a shame! What a pity! What wanton 
destruction! How unimaginative! What criminal 
negligence! 

That’s what we all kept saying, as we waxed 
wrathy about such destruction. 

Recent public works minister William Hartley, 
however, gave orders that every nook and cranny of 
the buildings be searched, in the hope of finding ar¬ 
ticles that had been thrown out, over the years, in 
what were called “modernisations.” 

These “modwnizations,” to me, are mostly 
mutilations of history and beauty. 

Anyway, Glory be, if the Queen Victoria win¬ 
dow didn’t show up, in pieces, somewhat damaged 
but there It was ^ a bit of a mess — but, still, it was 
there. 

What a find! 

★ ★ ★ 

Now, repaired, but with a few minor cracks 
here, and there, it is in place in the lower rotunda, 
for all the world to see. 

It Is absolutely glorious — a very glory of a 
glorypiece. 

I can’t tell you the thrill I felt when I first saw 
it. It was just as if I was there, in the Buildings, in 
1896. 

The morning sun was emblazoning its 
marvelous colors and intricate ornamentations and 
I stood quite spellbound. 


There’s so much on this nine-foot by nine-foot 
window -T the British Columbia coat-of-arms — 
Splendor Sine Occasu (splendor without diminish- 
ment) or, as some smart alecks put it — splendor 
without any occasion for it. 

It has two Royal Imperial crowns, laurel 
wreathes, oak leaves with acorns, maple leaves, 
the rose, the thistle, the shamrock. 

In ovals are the initials V and R — Victoria 
Regina. 

Curiously, it doesn’t say V.R.I. — Regina, 
Imperatrix. 

This could have been so as not to offend our 
early-day socialist le^slators, who did not approve 
the monarchy and the Empire. 

They were only a handful, but they loudly 
thought it ridiculous that a Queen of England should 
also be EImpress of India. 

To show their contempt they walked out of the 
legislative chamber when the Qqeen’s represen¬ 
tative, the lieutenant-governor, was there. 

Once tlH*ve was great shock when one socialist 
rcfus^ to u<ke off his hat in the presence of His 
Honor. 

In those’^days honorable-members were permit¬ 
ted to wear their hats in the House — and.pften they 
put their feet upon their desks,* read newspapers 
and snoozed. 

The Queen Victoria window, in addition to all I 
have reported, also has a scroll enscribed: “To 
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By James K. Nesbitt 


oommemorate the <IDtb vtait of the reign of Queen 
Victoria. 1837-e7.” 

James Blomfield of Vancouver executed most 
of the stained glass in the Legislative Buildings^'as,' 
presumably, he also did the Queen Victoria gom, 
though it is not so marked. 

It is a superb piece of irork. and how fortunate 
we are it has shovm up after all these many yeare. 

_ Get to see it as soon as you can. 

There are four original coats-of-arms at the 
Legislative Buildings — in this V.R. window, in 
Slone over the main entrance, on the lamp stan¬ 
dards out front, and on the Speaker's dais in the 
lawmakers' chamber. 

But, for heaven's sake, if they're not the wrong 
way round ~ or upside dbwipside, so to speak. 

* They show the sun over the Union Jack. 

Wrong, said the College of Heraldry in 1906 — 

the Union Jack should be over the ^un •— for in those 
days the Union Jack represented the Empire upon 
w hich it was said the sun ne^'er set. 

Since 1906. therefore, pur ooat-of-arms shows 
the Union Jack over the sun, even though there’s no 
longer an Empire upon which the sun never sets. 

The old mistakes, however, remain, and for 
this let us be thankful. 

★ ★ ★ 

There's something else wrong; way-round at the 
Legislative Buildings, as 1 may have reported 
before. ^ 

The enormous Queen Victoria statue in the 
grounds faces north instead of south, as the sculptor 
intended. Xj..' 

He was fit to be tied when be heard of this 
dreadful exhibition of ineptitude, because it means 
the Queen's face is in shadow, a black blob, as - 
viewed from Belleville Street. 

The face should be to the sun. so the features 
I ould be seen. As it is now nobody has ever clearly 
s(‘en Her Majesty's face. 

It's a magnificent piece of work in bronze, this 
Queen Victoria statue. I think amends should be 
made how. and the statue turned around so we can 
see what Her Majesty looks like, the sun full upon 
her facial features. ,:*t. 

Frequently I am’critical of government 
.Mchitects for what they do to-our legislative 
buildings. 

}t often occurs to me they tear out too much of 
the past, when they could incorporate it with the 
new. \ 

However, I am ftdl of admiration for what they 
buve done with the QuOen Victoria diamond jubilee 
window. 

Enchanted by this window 1 walked legislative 
corridors as if in a dream, when, suddenly, I went 
i ito deep shock and righteous indignation. 

There, before my eyes, I saw workmen taking 
down, from the celling in the library entrance, the 
handsome crystal chandelier presented to Premier 
W .A.C. Bennett by flie President of Lower Austria. 

Where's it going?'* gasped 1 to a workman. 

‘into storage, 1 guess,” replied he. 

1 immediately protested to Mr. Speaker Ed- 
Smith, and Public works minister^ Alex Fraser — 
but I guess there's not much they can do when 
bureaucracy gets going on its blind and ruthless 
path. 

This chandelier should not be in storage, but in 
a promiment public place, with a plaque giving its 
history. 

I suspect some underling took a fanatical dis¬ 
like to this chandelier and, perhaps, for political 
reasons, was able to pull strings, and have it 
banished. 

★ ★ ★ 

To calm myself, I went looking at all the splen¬ 
did hand painted colored glass in the Buildings. 

There Is much good advice in these windows, 
and I often wish those wbo arc elected to rule over 
us would pay heed to it. • 

In the Hall of the Premiers the windows are 
en scribed; 

* Historia, Romantia. Industria, Applicatio, 
Agricultura, Navigatio, Pietas. Hieologia, Musica, 
Architeclura, Arismctica, ift geia, Sc*ientia. Artea. 
Uivinitas, Literatura; Labor, Commercium. 

On the stairways leading to the public galleries 
ai^e windows to Zoroaster, Perlcli^, Cicero, 
Lycurgus, Minos, Socrates, .Aristides, Plato, S^ilon, 
Zaleucus. ‘ , 

On other windows the graceful scrolls read; 
Discretion is the perfection of reason, and a 
guide to win all the duties of life.”

On the Brentwood ferry we stood 
outside with our enormous, overstuf¬ 
fed back-packs, enthusiasm and ex¬ 
citement growing as we unconscious¬ 
ly cut the parental ties and a steady 
drizzle fell but failed to dampen our 
spirits. Once on shore we managed to 
thumb a ride to Duncan, a small vil¬ 
lage. 

And there we stood! We 
couldn’t believe that no one 
would give ns a ride.

You learn quickly, we discovered. 
There's a big difference between 
hitch-hiking to and from work in the 
summer, neatly dressed, and standing 
in the rain wearing blue jeans, lugg¬ 
ing a pack that could fill the back seat 
of a mini car. 

You have to be positive about the 
whole thumbing trip, oth^wise it’s a 
tough way to go. Your ^o can be so 
deflated. You must realize the risks 
you take and be aUe to handle things 
as they come. It is a day-Uxlay ex- 


This rarely happens travelling by 
bus or plane. 

We stayed that night ip a Campbell 
River campsite, the last large town 
up the east coast of Vancouver Island. 
We spent the next morning exploring 
the town and getting lost. We had now 
discovered t'ffo filings. We were car¬ 
rying far too nfiuch equipment and we 
were dreadfully out of shape. 

Toward afternoon we started out 
for Kelsey Bay, getting rides with no 
difficulty. But once there, we had a 
problem. The rain was coming down 
in buckets and there was*^ no 
campground or hotel. The ferry would 
not be leaving until next morning. 
Where were we to stay? 

In an effort to find somewhCT-e, we 
definitely explored Kelsey Bay, what 
there is of it. Actually when I stopped 
'worrying and started to think 
positively, I realized it wasn’t such a 
bad place. In fact it was beautiful 
with mountains filling t^ horizons 
and marshy flats rolling to the coast.

We spent an uncomfortable night, 
realized It could have been much

We managed to find the youth hostel 
and said goodbye to our Swiss friend, 
Urse Mueller. 

Next day we got up early and had 
coffee at the only place open, which 
was the bus depot. Here we met two 
guys who asked us if we wanted a ride 
and they were nice people. - 

They had to take the truck to a gar¬ 
age to have something checked. After 
the mechanic said it was O K. we 
started out the driveway and there 
was a great crash and explosion. We 
all leapt out, gathered our packs, said 
goodbye and continued on. 

We got several ^ort rides out 
of town, and then sat at the side 
of the highway for two hours In 
the middle of absolutely 
■o where. 

Actually we were about 180 miles 
out of Prince George. Then we got a 
lift in a semi, one of those huge trucks 
you see hauling heavy equipment, and 
were able to travel in that truck for 
two days, sleeping in our bags, sitting 
up whenever it stopped. 

We discovered tfiat if you are 
travelling poor and get the urge 
for a big meal, look for a 
restaurant with big trucks out¬ 
side. The food will be good, 
plenty and reasonable. At the end 
of this I will tell you what the 
whole trip co&t. 

We passed through many little 
towns but I remember Dawson Creek 
as being special. We saw it first in 
early evening bathed in late summer 


wondering whatever had happened to 
brotherly love! 

Finally we got a ride in another 
semi and the driver was a very dear 
person. Don Gibson entertained us 
with stories of his family in Oregon 
and wouldn’t let us pay for any meals. 

' We drove through mud. rain and 
‘‘under repair” roads, finally arriving 
in Whitehorse at 11 o’clock at night. 
Wc had made it in one piece. I felt 
that if I had made it this far, I could 
do anything. . 

Hitch-hiking can be 
dangerous. You have to be wary, 
and very sensitive to what type of 
people you accept rides from. 1 
would never hitch-hike alone, and 
I admit that 1 don’t think I would 
do that Alaska hi^way again, 
either. 

But hitch-hiking is also a super ex¬ 
perience. You meet all sorts of peo¬ 
ple, learning from them constantly. It 
is^an exercise in independence and 
trust. You have to be on guard to a 
certain point. 

A very shy or easily frightened 
person would not enjoy thumbing 
much. You must have a spur-of-the- 
moment nature and be interested in 
people of all ages. 

Compared with other forms of 
travel, they all seem so tame and un¬ 
exciting now. Hitch-hiking is the only 
way to go for me! 

I figured that minus that ferry 
rides the whole trip up cost about 
seven dollars. That says 
something for the economics of 
travelling with your thumb.

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Golden Easter Daffodils 
Bloom On Lonely Islands

For centuries wind 
and tides have swept the 
shores of a small island 
in Plunger Pass near 
Vf haletown on Cortes 
Island. 

This is a small twin Island for a 
ledge of sand and shale divides the 
two. So low is this natal c<Md joining 
them that SuUl Channel on one side 
can be seen frons Plunger Pass on the 
other. And the rising nwon can be 
seen on the eastern side as the sun is 
setting behind the distant mountains 
to the west. 

Known for many years as Camp 
Island, this name, along with many 
others, has been changed. New charts 
now show the name of this island as 
Sutil Island. 

Today this is an uninhabited, long 
deserted island, except for occasional 
overnight campers or visitors who 
stop to picnic or walk Uje sandy 
beach. 

It is a wild wind-tom place through 
winter storms, but placid and 
beautiful in the calm of summer. 

It was on such a day one 
Kaster Sunday, after bearing 
music floating across the water 
from Whaletown, where the little 
church of St. Stephen was holding 
Kaster service, that I wandered 
through trails on this island. 

There were trails beneath tall and 
ancient cedar and fir trees. There 
were open spaces beneath the trees 
loo dark for vegetation. There were 
other areas covered in dense brush, 
salal and brush. 

Strolling deeper in the forest I 
stood and listened and heard a hymnal 
different from the one drifting across 
the water from the little church of St. 
Stephen. 

It was the music of wind and trees, 
.so soft and gentle as to be almost in¬ 
discernible. More like a sighing 
bmath from the soul of the universe. 

And then, emerging from the deep 
forest to an open clearing near the 
shore, where many years ago a 


homestead had been occupied, 1 came 
upon a glorious sight! 

Scattered in abandoned 
desolation and almost lost in 
weed, grass and salal were daf¬ 
fodils. 

As I stood lost in the wonder and 
beauty of my discovery, lines from 
William Wadsworth Longfellow came 
to mind: 

I wandered‘lonely as a cloud 
That floats on high o’er vales and 
hills, 

When all at once I saw a crowd 
A host of golden daffodils. 

Here they were growing wild arid 
untended, vying with weed and brush 
for ^ce to live and bloom. 

Though native to England and 
nearly all parts of Europe and in the 
U.S., growing in woods and hedges, it 
is not one of Canada’s wild flowers. 

Who had planted the daffodils? Or 
Lent Lillies, as they are known to 
some? Was it the original owner of 
the Island, a colorful and enterprising 
adventurer, Moses Ireland, who lived 


there briefly around 1893 or later, 
after pre-empting his claim to Camp 
I.sland in Oct. 1893. 

Or was it a later owner, a man 
named Strange, who with his two 
sisters built a home or lodge around 
1906. 

Or was it a still later owner, a 
director of the Union Steamships, Mr. 
Holgate. He built a home on Camp 
Island in t^e days when the Union 
Steamship vessels made regular calls 
at C!amp Island. 

It would seem the most likely to 
have planted the daffodils would be 
the Strange sisters. Possibly more 
were added by later owners, the 
Holgate's. 

But whoever dug the soil and 
buried those bulbs so long ago. 60 or 70 
years past, left a legacy of joy for 
anyone fortunate enough to explore 
the island and come upon these Lent 
lillies when in bloom. 

Daffodils at Easter on a lonely 
uninhabited island! A rare and 
wondrous sight! Wondrous but 
not so rare. 


For these orphaned daffodils, 
these golden wilderness waifs, are not 
confined to Camp Island. They may 
be found in several deserted places 
along the coastal islands. In secluded 
bays and nooks where someone has 
built a home or settled temporarily. 

And the flowers rise from the soil 
year after year, long after the settler 
has left and his cabin or homestead 
site is lost in fern, weed arid 
encroaching timber. 

Where the Indian left middens and 
mounds of clam shells, the wandering 
white msffl — prompted possibly by 
nostalgic memories of a world he'd 
left, planted bulbs and seeds to 
brighten his days before he moved on 
to other ventures. 

Old ruins and vanished 
homesites may surprise the 
wilderness wanderer with more 
than daffodils. 

A patch of blue struggling against 
the threat of choking weed could be 
bluebellsf A wild rose may have cros¬ 
sed with a garden variety and 
produced a blossom neither wild nor 
cultivated. 

On (^adra Island, in an open 
meadow long bereft of its house and 
owners, a field of snowdrops have 
pre-empted the abandoned garden. 

Each spring and Easter the 
meadow .is white with blossoms that 
have multiplied and spread, creating 
a picture of unrivalled beauty, and the 
air above such a mass of bloom is 
sweet with a scent, as delicate as it is 
indefinable. 

An old campsite in Von Donop 
Inlet for many years nurtured a 
bed of daffodils and jonquils. 
Lewis Channel, Pendrell Sound 
and many other coastal Inlets 
have their windblown mounds of 
bulbs. _ 

Among the rock and rubble of old 
decaying camp sites and ancient 
homesteads, the daffodil holds its own 
as the most enduring. 

For year after year, having suf¬ 
fered the crucifixation of winter 
storms, of snow and ice, they make 
their bright and joyous resurrection 
at Easter.

The people here 
are so good to me. Everybody visits

Mrs. Evans continued: ”1 have 
had 11 children, |)esides one I brought 
up from the time he was about four 
weeks old. One (rf my daughters had 
infantile paralysis. They* were all 
bom in Wales. I have lots of grand¬ 
children, I can't remember how 
many there are.

Pec^le used to 
laugh at my English.” 

Mrs. Evans continued: ‘‘I cooked 
for 11 children and my husband. I did 
all my washing by hand, on a 
washb^rd, too. Yes, they’ve got it 
much easier today, but we were hap¬ 
pier. I worked on the farm, too. I had 
to build my own hmhouse because I 
couldn’t get anyone else to do it. I 
needed lots of eggs for my family.” 

Mrs. Evans said that in her day 
there was no time for married women 
I to work outside the home, but that she 
iierself had, for a time, worked as 
^ “matron of a home. ” She said no 
special training was required: "Just 
hard work — lots of it” 

Did she believe in family plann¬ 
ing? Mrs. Evans smiled. “When I was 
young we didn’t know any better! We 
just had them as they came along! We 


were so innocent about it all, we w#»re 
like children ourselve?'” Fo* today, 
three or“Tbur is the ideal family, she 
thinks. 

Did Mrs. Evans think that women 
should vote and take an active part in 
politics? “Yes,” she said. “I do think 
so. But I Can remember the syffraget- 
tes with Mrs: Pankhurst. I saw them 
in London. They were wild! They 
smashed windows^ and I saw three oi 
them beating a man-poor man! They 
sure gave him a good hiding! They did 
terrible things—and in my village 
too.” 

About women smoking and 
drinking: “No, women never smoked 
when I was young, but (later) when I 
was in town one day I saw a woman 
smoking! I thought the world was 
coming to an end! And when I first 
saw a woman drinking liquor I 
lauded and lauf^ed! I never had

Life at Alert Bay 


Much has been written about 
.4lert Bay^ a town situated bn Clor- 
morant Island., off the northeast 
coast of V ancouver Island. This is 
true of many other places on our 
island, yet surely there is always 
more to say when seen through 
the eyes of a newcomer. 

I felt that these people who have lived, loved, 
and labored there, some well known and some un¬ 
known. some native bom and others drawn by 
destiny, had left the imprint of their lives on this 
place called Alert Bay. 

I had been to Albert Bay numerous times for 
short visits in 1961 and 1962, when living on the 
northern end of the Island, for treatment at St 
George's Hospital which had been moved from Port 
Hardy shortly after the war. 

It is the only hospital north' of Campbell River 
with a full staff and operating facilities. Even 
though it is an old building I found it well kept and a 
verv busy place run by the well known Dr. Pickup 

One can fly into Alert Bay by seaplane or take 
a water taxi from Pwl lifcNeill. In the years I am 
writing of both planes and water taxis were con¬ 
stantly on the go; one of the reasons being that it 
also had the only liquor store north of Campbell 
River. 

The water taxis were graceful looking speed- 
bnaU with spacious cabin accommodation. It was 
sliort run of 26 minutes or sli^tly longer if the taxi 
had to call in at Sointula. which is situated between 
Port McNeill and Alert Bay. 

The fare was $1.25 a .person and they were 
usually crowded with passengers. 1 enjoved these 
trips and often wished they were more lengthy as it 
was lovely on deck in fliie weather. 

Alert Bay also had the distinction of being the 
only known ^ace where you could arrive in your 
boat, tie up at the float and eitjoy a glass of beer 
without setting foot on land. The local pub was built 
on pilings! 

St. Michaels Indian School established in the 
early 1900 h is a lacge Impressive brick building 
with lovely grounds. The children came from as far 
as Prince Rupert and Cape Mudge for their educa¬ 
tion. This place has turned out some very fine and 
well known scholars. It is no k>nger a school as it 
has been turned into a Marine College 


When my son. Michael Morris, who worked for 
. B.€. Hydro, was transferred from Smitbers to 
Alert Bay. in 1964. I went there more often and 
consequently learned more of the history of tlv 
island. 

B.C. Hydro served Alert Bay. also Sointula. by 
underwater cable. Six men were employed to run 
this sub-station and there were 600 customers 
Michael was known as Mr. Hydro. He seemed to do 
a bit of everything, such as meter reading, bill col¬ 
lecting. stringing lines, dijuing post holes and tak¬ 
ing complaints. George Wilson, tW diesel operator 
had trained under Mr. Vivian who had built the 
original diesel motors. 

Alert Bay's main occupation is fishiiw and it 
had a fleet of 100 or more boats. They fished in tiie 
summer months then tied up f(M* the winter and 
lived off the profits of their summer's work.

May 24 was a big day on the island, with the 
usual floats and parades, but the loveliest sight of 
all was the sail past of the flag-bedecked fishing 
fleet led by the Gospak. owned by Harry Straffer 

The Indian cemetery facing the sea. with iU 
totem poles and crosses is well wcmtUi visiting. The 
late Mungo Martin, chief of the Kwakiuti band of 
Indians from the west coast of British Columbia, in- 
Lemationalty acdaimed for his work as a carver, is 
buried there. Abo hte brother Herbert Martin, their 
chief Hamatsa dancer. 

The construction of the Big House was the In¬ 
dian's c'entennial project and it is a wonderful place 
measuring 56 feet by 76 feet with the tallest totem 
pole in the world erected outside. 1 shall not dwell 
on this subject as so much has already been written 
about it in both magazines and booklets. 

There were only six mlfos of road to traverae on 
the island with 13 taxi cabs available to the public. 
There was an established price of 56 cents which 
took you anywhere. However as they often stopped 
to pick up. or let off. other passengers along the 
way. you quite often found yourself driven to the li¬ 
quor store, beer parlor or a cafe before reaching 
your own destination. If in a hurry you told this to 
the dispatcher when calling and you were tlien 
given priority over the other passengers. 

In 1964 1 spent three hilarious and energetic 
weeks babysitting my three small grandchildren 
while their parents went on holiday to Mexico 


My first night alone with the children got off to 
a bad start as I spanked the small boy. who was not 
quite two years old. for biting his sister. He was 
furiously angry and fought me manfully and quite 
rightfuliy so as it turned out that it was the other lit¬ 
tle girl who was the culprit. 

l^ter that night when all was forgotten apd 
forgiven and the three of them peacefully slewing. 

I decided to check their rooms before retiring for a 
well earned sleep, ^ut it didn't happen that way. as 
the little boy's bed was empty! 

I searched the bouse from top to bottom in¬ 
cluding the basement, knowing that he must be in 
the hoiue as all doors were locked from the inside. 

On checking his room once more I saw a small 
foot under the bed. His mother had forgotten to tell 
me that he often preferred sleeping under his bed 
rather than in it. 

Breakfast the next morning wasn't much bet¬ 
ter. as while the two little girls had their heads in a 
( upboard choosing their cereal, the toast was get¬ 
ting cold and my small grandson was pounding the 
table and shouting something that sounded like, 
“om. om’’ with blue eyes flashing and red hair on 
end with rage. Finally one of the girls translated 
that he wanted com flakes., which he received inv 
mediateiv. 

Bath night was dynamic as all three went 
in the tub together and had an uproiarious time 
flooding the bathroom and soaking me to the skin. I 
might just as well have been in die tub with them 

February was a cold nKNiUi and on the morning 
of the girl’s fifth birthday we awoke to a freezing 
cold house as we were out of oil. 

I was quite frantic as we were having a birth¬ 
day |>arty in the early afternoon and the guests had 
been invited. As I was searching their phone list 
and book to find the phone number of their oil man 
our phone rang and the operator said; “MexicoCal- 
ling 

After wishing their daughter a happy birthday 
(which was the reason for the call) I ask^ to speak 
to my son. *11160 I told him of our predicament and 
asked how to ge4 in touch with their oil man. There 
was dead silence for a second or two then over the 
miles I hoard him say; “Sorry mother, but he is 
down here with us*'! All en^fod welt as he gave 
me the name of another man who filled the tank in 
time to warm up the house before the guests ar¬ 
rived. Actually. I enjoyed those three weeks 
tlioroughly as I learned quite a lot abexit children 
and the interesting history of Alert Ba>' In a very 
short time.

As a Victoria lover of some years 
and one who formed the link in this in¬ 
ternational chain, it’s now incumbent 
upon me to locate some British 
Columbians who’ll provide for the 
Passeys the kind of hospitality that 
they and their organization has 
provided for others. I have no doubt 
mat a call to certain hotels and 
motels would trigger an immediate 
offer of free accommodation . .. but 
is that Canadian hospitality?

U.S. Customs 
otticer on Puget Sound, were steadfast friend.s 
When word reached Fort Victoria that Kake In-' 
dians had beheaded Colonel Ebey at his hojne on 
Whidbey Island, and taken the severed head with 
them. Captain Dodd was aghdst. BDt when he 
remembered seeing a group of Indian dugouts being 
paddled swiftly northward, his grief became action. 

The HBC trading ship made the 750 miles north 
to the Kake Village in record time In exchange for 
SIX blankets, three pipes, one cotton hankerchief. 
also six twists of tobacco and a length of bright cot¬ 
ton cloth, the fibrewrapped head was handed over 
to Captain Dodd.

A few days later the British Colonist reported; 
“The scalp is entire with all the hair and ears. The 
skin is free from fleshy matter, appears white, but 
slightly discolored with smoke. The beautifully fine 
silken brown hair is as natural as when struck down 
by tlie ruthless tomahawk of the savage. It is 
another one of the sad mementoes of border life. 
Captain Dodd is deserving of much praise for the 
pains he has taken to recover the melancholy 
relic ” 

The melancholy relic” was immediately 
placed in Colonel Ebey's grave on the hillside above 
his homestead. A resolution by the Washington Ter¬ 
ritorial'Legislature. dated Jan. 20, IWO. reads; 

it resolved that the thanks of the 
Legislative Assembly are hereby tendered to Cap¬ 
tain Charles Dodd for his bravery, gallantry, and 
act of humanity.” 

Fortunately, this citation reached Captain 
Dodd shortly before his untimely death at the age of 
52 

On another “hunting trip,” I got acquainted 
with the Duke of York” an original American who 
saved the white settlers of Port Townsend from out¬ 
right massacre. The Duke’s real name was 
Chet/emoka, but he had been given his facetious 
nickname by the Hudson’s Bay men. His grave is in 
the regular cemetery on the hill above the town, but 
ef|uaily interesting is “Sentinel Rock’’ near the 
present golf course, the spot chosen by the Duke 
as his signal post. v

The year 1855, on Puget Sound, was the year of 
hastily made and hastily signed treaties. The Duke 
hid atfixed his mark, although his people did not 
approve Ironically, just about that time a fire 
destroyed one of the Indian villages. That night the 
Duke presented himself to the unjustly accused 
Whitt'S He pointed to a large iMre nick on the 
hillside. 

“Fiach time sun come I stand on rock ' he said 
“It my people bad temper I ke^ blanket on head. If 
they good. 1 drop blanket and raise arm high! " 

For nine mornings the Duke of York stood im- 
m«4)ile. but on the morning he rose fo his full 
height, threw off his blanket and raised his right 
arnP 

Ttie inscription on Sentlnal Rock reads. 

“In memory of Chetxemoka, Chief of the Clal¬ 
lam Indians, a friend of the white people. From this 
rock he gave warning of danger and saved them 
from massacre.” 

Chotxemoka lived to a ripe old age. and must 
have known “Uanket Bill” Jarman, probably the 
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northwest's most colorful character. Blanket Bill's 
grave iS at Femdale, about 10 miles north of Bel¬ 
lingham. 

As a young boy. William Robert Jarman signed 
as cabin boy on a ship out of Grav^nd, England. 
He liked the seg well enough, but as an adventurer 
at heart, so when the whole crew jumped ship at 
Tasmania, Bill went along. The others were 
promptly apprehended, but BUI hid in the “bush ’ 
until hiMiger drove him' out. Then jie started to walk, 
living off the land, always in a northerly direction.

That 122-mile trek toughened his bare feet into 
leather. At Melbourne he worked at odd jobs, but 
eventually joined a fur trading ship bound for the 
North Pacific Coast. 

It is a long distance by sail from southern 
Australia to the Queen Charlotte Islands off the 
coast of British Columbia. 

Bill had been delegated to fill the water casks 
when he was suddenly attacked and made a 
prisoner of the Nootka Indians He never knew what 
became of his ship, but his easy going temperament 
helped him to adjust even to this difficult situation 
He taught his captors the trick of making a quick 
fire by twirling a taut bow with tinder attached. He 
told them that one day the sun w’ould go away and 
tlie heavens would darken, but he would bring the 
sun back if the Indians treated him well. Fortunate¬ 
ly for Bill, the eclipse he had read about in an old 
almanac came true!

The grateful Cliief offered Bill His two 
daughters as brides, but Bill had been working hard 
that dav and went to sleep during the ceremonies! 
The girls, however, forgave him most graciously! 

The years slipped by, but one day a Hudson’s 
Bay Company ship appeared on the horizon. Bill’# 
heart nearly stopped beating. 

As usual, the Indian dugouts circled the ship. 
Bill's among them. 

“How many blankets for your white slave?” 
asked the trader. 

“Pile same high slave s head! ’ replied the 
chief. 

No more questions. The blankets were stowed 
awav in the dugouts and Bill was stowed away in 
the trading ship. “Blanket Bill! ” laughed the crew. 
“VVe ll call him that! ’

Thus was be.stowed the name that William 
Robert Jarman carried to the end of his days 

During the following years, all Puget Sound 
knew him well. His knowledge of Indian dialects 
made him invaluable as interpreter on the Decatur 
during the Indian att^k on Seattle. Bill didn’t par¬ 
ticularly like work, but he was never really lazy, 
and he was always honest. 

His marital adventures were many, but his 
genuine affection for Alice, his Clallam Indian wife, 
never wavered. For he built her a cabin on what is 
now known as Jarman’s prairie, north of Mount 
Yernon. A gnarled apple tree still marks the site 

Hunter, fisherman, telegraph linesman. Bill 
found adventure everywhere. Alone in his dugout 
one day. near Whidbey Island, he spotted Haida 
canoes bearing down on him. These he had no 
desire to meet, and decided to pull one of their own 
tricks on them. He jumped into shallow water near 
.shore and gave his canoe a strong shove toward the 
beach. Then he ran along the edge of the incoming 
tide and escaped into a grove of trees. He watched 
the Indians ransack his canoe and search for his 
vanished footprints. This small drama occurred on 
almost exactly the spot where our friend Colonel 
Ebey had been beheaded. 

But Blanket Bill's guiding star rose high again, 
and unravelled a string of coincidences that read 
like an Arabian Nights tale. He hadn’t been in touch 
wHh his family in F^ngland since he left there. Now 
it developed that his two aunts had died, leaving 
him heir to considerable wealth. This inspired a 
trip to England by rail across the United States. His 
first train ride, and he was as thrilled by this, as 
well as by the Old Country, as a small boy 
Nevertheless, he was as happy as you and I are to 
get Itome again to the Pacific Coast.

When old Fort Bellingham was restored. 
Blanket Bill had the honor of raising the flag Un¬ 
fortunately. the halyard tangled in the block. Bill 
was 82 years old then, but hadn’t he served in the 
British Navy? With complete aplomb he shinnied 
up the pole and untangled the halyard! 

The last years of his life were spent in Fern- 
dale. sitting on a bench in front of the post office 
riialting with his cronies. He scorned such modern 
t'«»ntraptions as motor cars, preferring to walk the 
10 miles to Bellingtihm when necessary. A quick dip 
in the Nooksack River every morning toned up his 
muscles for the day! He lived until 1912. and he 
himsell would have said that life had given him as 
much excitement any one man deserved. 
it it it 

But by tar the most poignant cemetery I ever 
luund is tile Indian burial ground at Chilliwac'k. in 
the Fraser River Valiev. A time-worn piFket fenee 
still surrounds the tinv area, and a large cross in 
die-ait's that this bit of ground was jjallowed by tin? 
early Catholic missionaries. 

Most of the graves are those of children and 
young people less than 20. Could there have been an 
epidemic of some sort? 

.\ set ond glance reveals several markers just 
outside the picket fence. Could these be the graves 
of unbaptized children buried “outside the pale? 
.Nnotlicr visit to Chilliwack, and an inquiry at the ol- 
ficelif the local newspaper will no doubt untangle 
this mystery.
